A Brief Study of the Views of Schiller and Goethe on Astrology. 
Also the Curious Parallel in the Careers of 
Wallenstein and Hitler 








Albrecht von Wallenstein 
September 15, 1583 


ccs HITLER’s often mentioned re- 
liance on astrology in planning important 
moves has a precedent in history. It may 
well be traced some day to the historically 
documented belief in practice of astrology 
on the part of the great Duke of Fried- 
land, better known as Albrecht von Wallen- 
stein, dominant Thirty-Years’-War field- 
marshal-general ‘of the German Imperial 
armies and a statesman of social-economic 
far-sightedness. Suffice it to say now that 
Wallenstein employed several noted astrol- 
ogers, in particular Kepler. The latter was 
for years in the service of Emperor Ferdi- 
nand, whose war-emptied treasury eventu- 
ally owed Kepler 7,000 florins. Wallenstein 
came to the rescue of his emperor and of 
the astronomer when he took over the 
services of the latter by paying these ar- 
rears and transferring Kepler to his own 
Bohemian estates near Prague. Wallenstein 
not only had an observatory installed but 
had built especially for Kepler’s use a paper 
mill and a printing press, furthermore fi-

nancing the first edition of the Ephemerides 
in 1630. When Kepler died that year, the 
Duke proved himself as humane as he could 
be ruthless when conferring a pension on 
Frau Kepler, large enough to pay for the 
education of the astronomer’s children. 

Very little has been written about Wal- 
lenstein, Duke of Friedland, outside of 
German-speaking countries. In the latter, 
approximately 1,700 books and pamphlets 
have seen the light of print during the last 
half-century, dealing with Wallenstein and 
his times. This bibliographic total does not 
include passing references in larger works 
dealing with a struggle and with causes 
which now another former Austrian, Adolf 
Hitler, is trying to settle in favor of a 
greater Germany dominating the continent. 
The bloody contest between Catholicism 
and Protestantism was only one, and not 
the major issue over which the Thirty- 
Years’ War was fought. With remarkable 
originality Wallenstein, the soldier, inno- 
vated tactics of offensive and artillery 
which are still valid. Modern-minded also 
as a statesman and strategist, he perceived 
the war fundamentally as a struggle for 
central-European control manipulated by 
France against Germany. Prompted by 
France, the Danes and Swedes attacked 
in the North. Poles, Hungarians and Turks 
pressed the “pincer” movement from the 
East. This also involved ocean commerce 
on the Baltic and from the German- 
Hanseatic North Sea ports. The eyes of 
a Wallenstein who measured German unity 
in terms of transcontinental power-diplom- 
acy thus gazed even greater distances to 
the advisory and prompting stars for 
counsel and warning. 

One of the first to perceive the historic 
and human significance of Wallenstein was 
the German poet and historian-philosopher, 
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Frederick Schiller (1759-1805), next to 
this friend Goethe (1756-1832), the second 
largest luminary in the German heavens of 
classic literature. A large portion of Schil- 
ler’s industriously creative years, at least 
one-third, were given to the writing of a 
history of the Thirty-Years’ War (1618- 
1648) and to three plays: “Wallenstein’s 
Camp,” “The Piccolomini” and “Wallen- 
stein’s Death.” This tetralogy, even when 
cut for stage performances, fills two eve- 
nings at the theater. These plays contain 
some thirty references to astrology, some 
fairly long, most of them of poetic beauty 
and pregnant with allegoric and philosophic 
wisdom. The Wallenstein cycle is Schiller’s 
. greatest work. Here, he reaches Shakes- 
pearean calibre. The philosophic and psy- 
chologic, the dramatic and poetic qualities 
of the Wallenstein plays put them on a 
level with “Hamlet” and “Faust.” 

As Hitler must some day, so Wallenstein 
fell, the victim of his own mixed ex- 
.pediencies. Wallenstein likewise made all- 
out war, and for similar ostensible reasons. 
As Hitler “flirted” with the Soviet, made 
a treaty with the Russians to gain peace 
and power as long as it suited him, so 
Wallenstein in turn negotiated, fought, and 
again negotiated with the invading Swedes 
and Danes, in order to checkmate the long- 
arm power-diplomacy of Richelieu and 
France. Spain, then as now, was a figure in 
the diplomatic-military chess game; how- 
ever all this is mentioned only in brief to 
indicate tht preeminence of Albrecht von 
Wallenstein, Duke of Friedland, Imperial 
commander-in-chief, statesman, and last 
but not least, astrologer. 

Astrology (or should one say, astrol- 
ogers, real and otherwise?) flourished dur- 
ing the centuries linked by Wallenstein 
(1583-1634). When Schiller entered the 
Wallensteinian orbit he was ignorant of 
astrology and suspicious of it. The reign of 
“reason” had been inaugurated by the 
Encyclopedists and the Revolution in Paris. 
Schiller was still a student when (1781) 
Kant published his “Critique of Pure Rea- 
son.” However, he was an enlightened 
realist and a poet who could vision the 
mysterious truths of a human heart. He 
knew the actual facts about Wallenstein’s 
public life and of Wallenstein’s recourse to 
astrology as a means of confirmation. 

Schiller’s motivations for the character 


and the’actions of his Wallenstein thus are 
strongly and consistently based on® the © 
beliefs of his tragic hero. 4q 


astrological 
Schiller gathered considerable information 
about astrology, with the result that the 
Wallenstein plays offer a fascinating blend 
of astrology, philosophy and poetry in deal- 
ing with the cosmic laws of good and evil. 

Astrology nourished the historic Wal- 
lenstein’s dictatorial belief in himself. Like 
Hitler, he considered himself a chosen 
man, his rising mission vouchsafed by the 
stars, until that ascent breaks, signalled by 
a dismal constellation. Encouraged by the 
stars, the historic Wallenstein considered 
himself infallible. 

So also Schiller’s Wallenstein’ trusts 
those with whom he feels himself mystically 
related and whom he thinks bound in 
loyalty to him by virtue of certain common 
constellations, notwithstanding valid re- 


ports of their doubtful dealings. Schiller’s — 


Wallenstein knows within himself the 
ethical truth of Karmic debts incurred by 
misdeeds, debts beginning to weigh in- 
stantaneously against him, obligations ul- 
timately inescapable. Schiller had no diffi- 
culty in finding and weighing the purely 
documentary facts of Wallenstein’s mili- 
tary and administrative career. (At one 
time Wallenstein possessed two large 
duchies.) The archives of German cities 
and especially those of state governments 
of Vienna and Prague are stacked high 
with papers, such as reports, despatches, 
memoranda from and pertaining to Wallen- 
stein. Many of these Schiller knew. His 
problem and crowning achievement in Wal- 
lenstein was the re-creating of a character, 
half-materialist, half-mystic, by way of 
dramatized psychology. The _ different 
sketches and drafts before the Wallenstein 
tetralogy was completed, show how deeply 
and earnestly Schiller had probed into 
Wallenstein, the astrologer, dealing fairly 
with the man and with this science. 
Thus Schiller’s Wallenstein, true to the 
historic personage, emerges a fate-conscious 
figure, aware of the moral truth that the 
stars never justify or condone the wrong 
done or permitted, much as the stars may 
tempt the violation of moral rules. Like 
Hitler, Wallenstein tries to offset extra- 
ordinary expediencies (created by himself) 


by extraordinary counter-moves. Like Hit- a 
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"Jer, so the real Wallenstein and Schiller’s 


creation of that figure, believe with a mag- 
nificent self-sufficiency in a star-ordained 
good fortune. 

Much of Schiller’s reading about astrol- 
ogy was of dubious value. It must have 
been confusing and tended to prejudice 
him, at first. But he arrived at knowledge 
and at a deep understanding of the prin- 
ciples underlying that knowledge. In that, 
he had the encouragement of Goethe, a 
poet of vast consciousness. Thus Schiller’s 
Wallenstein knows that there is an in- 
violable, ultimate ethical law, written in 
the stellar skies, supplemented by the 
inner voice of conscience. Schiller’s Wallen- 
stein is given to astrological wishful think- 
ing. The voice within might make him 
the reader, if not the ruler of his stars; 
might save him from contempt in the star 
court and lead him to rule himself if not 
the causes he has set moving. But herein, 
Wallenstein is “human, all too human.” 
He fails himself and others, and falls, a vic- 
tim of assassination. 

For actual information on Wallenstein, 
Schiller knew where to look. The ethical 
issues were as clear to him as they had 
become confused to Wallenstein on the 
stage of life and on the stage of Schiller’s 
theater. The historic Wallenstein was torn 
between ambition and loyalty, betwgen 
false self-confidence and false over-sensi- 
tivity. He looked to the stars for justifica- 
tion in what seems a predestined career. 
Schiller at first was puzzled to find a man 
of great decisions guided by obscure, oc- 
cult means. Hence on March 9, 1797 he 
wrote to his “best friend,” Christian Gott- 
fried Koerner (1756-1831), distinguished 
Saxon jurist and father of the poet Theodor 
Koerner, asking him to recommend books 
on astrology. 

A liberally-minded, widely-read man, 
Koerner replied (March 14) at such 
length, that his answer must be shortened 
somewhat of the unessential. He had been 
to the library and looked up various titles 
of books. Koerner apologized for not being 
posted better on astrology. If it were 
alchemy or theosophy, he could advise 
Schiller better. Astrology. however, he him- 
self had never practiced. Nevertheless he 
sent some suggestions. And so to quote, 


. . + particularly useful should prove 
‘Universa astrologia naturalis variis ex- 


perimentis comprabata’ by Antonio Fran- 
cisco de Bonattis J.U.D., Patavino. Patavii 
1687. 4. Here is method in the madness. 
This author inveighs against freakishness 
in astrology such as the dreams of the 
Arabs. He believes astrology should return 
to the original theory of Ptolemy. This 
author believes only in the influence of the 
stars on large masses and thus also on the 
individual. On the other hand he does not 
consider the power of a constellation as 
irresistible, just as a strong disposition és 
less subject to unfavorable climatic con- 
ditions than one less forceful. The nature 
of the world does not permit of emptiness. 
Nature does not allow a vacuum. Bonattis 
also asserts that the influence of a star con- 
stitutes a steady stream of small particles 
flowing into space from that star, the effect 
of this outpouring being facilitated by the 
atmosphere.” (This suggests Millikan’s ob- 
servation of an electronic bombardment. 
The Translator. ) 

“Frequently,” Koerner continues to con- 
dense Bonattis, “the destiny of entire na- 
tions thus is affected, the influence of their 
respective princes, statesmen and generals 
being modified accordingly.” 

Following some offhand comment on 
Bonattis’ attitude, Koerner then directs 
Schiller at length to Reinmann’s introduc- 
tion to ‘Historia Litteraria, part 4, page 
256. To quote again: 

“1 find here that Joachim Camerarius 
(1500-1574, a German classic scholar) and 
Philip Melanchthon (the friend of Luther), 
ibid 271, were great friends of astrology, 
and particularly esteemed Ptolemy. In 
Melanchthon’s ‘Selectar declamationum,’ 
part 4, page 362, is a preface to ‘Schoneri 
libris de judiciis nativitatum.’ Luther men- 
tions in his ‘Table Talks’ that Melanchthon 
always wished to convert him to astrology, 
but that he was disinclined. Incidentally, 
Luther’s arguments against astrology are 
purely theological. 

“Mathias Corvinus and Ludovicus Sforza 
set great store by astrology. Pico di Mir- 
andola (opp. Norimbergis 1504) wrote 12 
books against astrology. Cardonus de- 
fended astrology. In his writings (Lugd. X, 
vol. f.) is a horoscope of Jesus Christ. Per- 
haps a useful example.” 

Koerner then warns Schiller against cer- 
tain books as of no value, citing authors 
for and against astrology. Then he con- 
tinues: 
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“A short instruction regarding the astro- 
logical procedure is given in the ‘Guide to 
Strange Sciences (Anleitung zu den kurio- 
esen Wissenschaften), such as Physiognomy 
and so forth, Frankfurt and Leipsic 1718, 
chapter 8.” 

Koerner then makes a summary of these 
instructions and thus continues to give the 
chief rules for the horoscope: 

“Place and time must be stated exactly. 
Then longitude and latitude of the birth- 
place are computed. The ‘globus ecclestis’ 
indicates positions of the stars over the 
horizon. The astrological calendar tells 
positions of the planets and of the sun. The 
heaven is divided into 12 houses of equal 
size in the way the meridian divides the 
horizon. The two points of the meridian 
touching the horizon and the two other 
points each located in the middle of these 
segments, form four corners. The houses 
at these corners are the most important. 
Each house refers to a particular stage 
of kuman experience. (This ‘Guide’ makes 
here some arbitrary and odd claims.) Next 
the astrologer must take note which houses 
of the Zodiac happen to be occupied by 
other important stars, by the sun, the moon 
and the planets; also which sign is ruling 
the sun, moon and the planets; also the 
relative distances between sun, moon and 
the planets; further where the path of the 
moon crosses the path of the sun. 

“It is important whether two planets are 
im conjunction or opposition; also whether 
the lines drawn between these locations 
form triangles, squares or hexagons; 
furthermore the location of the triangle 
(square or hexagon) in the circles is of 
importance. A planet is weak if too near 
to the sun; if in certain relation to another 
planet of contrary nature; if he is not in 
one of the noblest houses. The more the 
circumstances which strengthen the effect 
of a planet, the greater is his ruling influ- 
ence. Next it is necessary to observe the 
direction of the sun, the moon and the 
planets. 

“Likewise important are the ‘revolu- 
tiones’ of the stars at the recurrence of the 
hour of birth—the ‘transitus’—the return 
of the planet to the point where it stood 
at the time of birth—the ‘perfections’—the 
position of the stars every 12 years.” 

Koerner adds with regret that much is 
told here “in the manner of certain wise- 
acres who fill popular almanacs. The arbi- 


trary seems appropriate because of a desi 
to stress the Supernatural source of informa- 
tion.” He’ deplores the absence of con- 


sistency of rules and observes references ~ 


to mythology, chemistry and numerology, 
He notes that this is “much playing with 
the numbers 3, 4, 7, and 9. Also a good deal 
is made of analogies between the seven 
planets, 7 metals, and 7 spirits. I expected 
more of a critical attitude in the work of 
Bonattis.” Although free of conventional 
prejudice, Koerner’s conclusion was not 
surprising. After all he was a child of the 
age of reason, hence also Schiller’s at first 
rather mixed reactions to these books. The 
rational thinker in him was amused. The 
poet in him was fascinated and stimulated 
by analogies which his Kantian “pure rea- 
son” dismissed. Before long, however, his 
attitude changed. He was less afraid of 
astrology than of being misunderstood by 
the reading and theater-going public. Some 
of the most poetic and thoughtful refer- 
ences to astrology unfortunately were 
omitted by Schiller when making a final 
revision of the printed play. These dele- 
tions, made in part to offset the considerable 
length of the play, can be found in most 
good Schiller editions. 

But to quote from a letter from Schiller 
of April 7, 1797 to friend Koerner: 

“Best of thanks for the information on 
astrology. Your data have proven of real 
use to me. Also I have come across some 
16th century writers who, seemingly quite 
out of their minds, make entertaining read- 
ing; for instance, I have read a dialogue 
between a Sophia and one Philo, a Latin 
translation from the Hebraic on the subject 
of love, wherein half the mythology of the 
Greek is bound up with astrology.” 

By the time a year and a half of studies 
have passed, Schiller is “resolved to treat 
astrology with poetic dignity, realizing the 
importance of this in order to represent 
truthfully the nature and the human trage- 
dy of Wallenstein.” He was still uncertain 
how to show Wallenstein in his astrological 
observatory, surrounded by symbolic charts. 
Would the public giggle? How long or short 
should the scene be? This, in effect, is the 
gist of his letter of December 4, 1798 to 
Goethe. And Goethe, the minister of state 
at the court of Weimar, a poet of prophetic 
vision embracing past and future, replied 
in a sovereign manner. After dealing with

AQUARIAN AGE 


Toronto, Canada. 

Regarding the “Aquarian Age” problem, 
it has come to my attention that two well 
known astrologers, viz., Mr. Elbert Benja- 
mine and Mr. L. H. Weston, both consider 
the fixed star Alpha Arietis (Hamal) as 
the most logical starting point of the con- 
stellations, and both are agreed on the 
theory that when the vernal equinox has 
precessed 30° from this star that the 
Aquarian Age can be said to have com- 
menced—but—and here’s the rub—the 
former claims that the 30th degree back 
from Alpha Arietis was reached by the 
vernal equinox in 1881 and the latter states 
it reached that point as early as the latter 
part of the 14th century. In other words 
one claims that the vernal equinox is at 
present approximately 30° from the fixed 
star Alpha Arietis while the other says 
it is approximately 38°! 

You will of course realize that this has 
nothing whatsoever to do with the question 
of where the constellation Pisces begins 
Aquarius ends, but is merely concerned 
with when the vernal equinox had com- 
pleted 30° precession from a certain fixed 
star. Surely someone with the necessary 
mathematical and astronomical training 
could settle this matter once and for all 
by making the necessary calculations. 

Possibly you could persuade your jour- 
nal’s astronomer, Mr. Rice, to make the 
necessary computations and at least we 
would not then leave astrology open to 
the ridicule of unsympathetic (though well 
meaning) gentry by such glaring discrepan- 
cies as the foregoing, regardless of what 
controversies may continue to rage over 
the true boundary lines or demarcation 
points between one constellation and the 
next.

ANSWER: The position of Alpha 
Arietis (Hamal) for 1943 is as follows: 


nA: 30° ST AS 
Decl. 23° 11’ 38” North 
Long. 36° 52’ 


At the rate of general precession, given 
in the American Nautical Almanac as 
50.2564”, 2640+ years have elapsed since 
the Vernal Equinox was conjoined with 
this star, which takes us back to 697-8 B.C, 


This brings to mind a rather curious 
point emphasized by L. H. Weston on page 
5 of our June 1942 issue (re. the Japanese 
Horoscope), wherein Mr. Weston called 
attention to the fact that the Japanese 
accept the year 660 B.C. as the date of the 
founding of their empire. 


Of course, as you intimate in your letter, 
all of this may mean much or nothing in- 
sofar as it has any bearing on the actual 
position of the Vernal Equinox relative 
to the constellations at the present time, 
because the various constellations are so 
irregular in shape and dimension that we 
do not really know where the zodiac of 
the constellations actually begins (see Feb- 
ruary 1941 issue, p. 32). Therefore, to 
say that Alpha Arietis marks the beginning 
of the constellation Aries is to assume 
something that may or may not be true. 
There are other stars in the early degrees of 
that constellation that could be used with 
equal justification. 

However, if we do wish to assume that 
this particular star is the correct one and 
choose to use it as the beginning of the 
zodiac of the constellations, then the pre- 
ceding calculations would place the Vernal 
Equinox at 23° 08’ Aquarius, in 1943. 
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Upon reference to Mr. Weston’s article 
in the June 1942 issue, we note that he 
calls attention to the fact that the Sun is 
at about the 23rd degree of Aquarius on 
February 11th of every year, although 
there is naturally some slight variation 
from year to year. Further in this connec- 
tion, Mr. Weston brought out another 
curious fact, to wit: 

“An American missionary who lived 
in Japan for more than twenty years 
recently pointed out that since the 
Jap national holiday is on February 
11th, any year, in this age, the Jap 
military commanders usually start 
something about the 7th or 8th of a 
calendar month, so as to finish the job 
by the 11th. This missionary, though 
utterly and absolutely ignorant of 
Astrology, actually sensed and picked 
up the Japanese astrological secret, 
yet knew nothing at all about the basis 
upon which it rested. 

“To explain, in brief, our calendar 
months are roughly the 12th part of 
a year, consequently if we take Feb- 
ruary 11th of any modern year, then 
on or about the 11th of each month 
thereafter, the transiting Sun will form 
an aspect to the 23rd degree of 

. Aquarius.” 

This, no doubt, accounts for the fact that 
the Japanese Constitution was proclaimed 
when the Sun was in the 23rd degree of 
Aquarius, i.e., February 11th, 1889, 10:30 
a.m., Sun at 22° 34’ Aquarius. 

. Finally, in our August 1942 issue (page 

9), we published an item by Mr. Weston 
wherein he called attention to the year 747 
B.C. as the year accepted by the Chaldeans 
as marking the commencement of the 
“famous Babylonian era of Nabonassar,” 
and which was assumed to have marked an 
astronomical event of very special sig- 
nificance. Mr. Weston goes on to state that 
Bentley, an English astronomer and mathe- 
matician connected with the British Ad- 
miralty, early in the 19th century, had 
proved that the ancient stellar constella- 
tions and the zodiacal signs of the same 
name had coincided in the spring of the 
year 747 B.C. 

It is not our purpose to quote this item 
from our August issue in full. Those who 
are interested may refer thereto, but it is 
worthy of special emphasis that (according 
to Mr. Weston) about the year 1835, Elijah 
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Burritt published a map of the ancient 
constellations which was found to be a very © 


close copy of the Chaldean maps preserved 
by Hipparchus and Ptolemy. Further that 
according to the tables of Prof. Stockwell, 


Alpha Arietis (Hamal) was not more than _ ; 


9’ of arc from the vernal equinox in the 
year 747 B.C.

I have been reading American 
Astrology Magazine for two years and 
Miss Morrell’s answer to Mrs. L. 1. S.* 
gives me courage to present our prob- 
lem for your help. 

My grandson, born Sept. 26, 1933 
at 7:04 P.M., 32 N. 117 W., does not 
learn very well in school—reading and 
spelling are hard for him and he does 
not want to study. He is in the third 
grade now and isn’t advancing as he 
should. He seems bright and intelli- 
gent and loves to have someone read 
to him. His greatest interests are 
shows, “funnybooks,” and airplanes. 
We want to know if his birthchart 
shows anything abnormal or if he has 
ability to study or is he just plain 
lazy?

ANSWER: Your grandson’s chart does 
not seem to indicate any condition about 
which you need to worry greatly. There 
is more indication that the boy is inclined 
to be lazy and that he learns just about 
what he wants to learn. Into the bargain, 
he should be an utterly charming child, 
who can get his way too easily. (Jupiter 
conjunct the Sun and Mercury, and Mars 
conjunct Venus, the latter in sextile to the 
Moon.) Later he might have some diffi- 
culty applying learning to life—that is, in 
forming concepts for himself from what he 
learns. The Moon in the 9th house of 
understanding is square Sun, Jupiter and 
Mercury in the 6th house, but it is also 
sextile Venus, so that even this is prob- 
lematical. 

Among other contacts, the boy’s moth- 
er’s Jupiter is on his ascendant, a contact 
which suggests that she indulges him, lets 
him have his own way too much for his 
own good. She has Saturn conjunct Venus 
in the possessive Cancer and unconsciously 
may be keeping him a “baby,” dependent 
on her. Please understand that I do not 
mean that consciously she would wish any 
such thing, but the love of this configura- 
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tion is so great especially when backed up 
by a Jupiter-Ascendant contact, that it 
could be smothering. 

Since the boy likes stories, we would 
suggest that no one read to him, If he 
learns that the only way he can have the 
enjoyment of a story is to read it himself, 
he'll probably “stir his stumps.” This 
child’s chart is highly creative. If he likes 
airplanes, try to interest him in making 
his own models, and also, try to discover if 
some form of art will not appeal to him 
—music, drawing or modeling in clay. You 
may have to force him to start at some- 
thing of this kind to find out whether he 
will like it or not, for the Mars-Venus 
conjunction often plays with an idea and 
gives up before it starts—they visualize all 
the work it takes to do a thing and then 
decide it won’t be worth the bother.

We were 
mentioning the name of Rasputin a 
very, short time ago and several voiced 
an interest in seeing the chart of this 
monk-priest. 

In the April, 1917, issue of The 
Rosicrucian Magazine, formerly 
known as “The Rays From the Rose 
Cross,” there is an article by Max 
Heindel in which he states that Ras- 
putin is probably none other than 
C. R. C. (Christian Rosen Creuz or 
Christian Rosenkreuz). This has 
aroused our interest in knowing more 
about him. 
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We do not have the date of Ras- 
putin’s birth. I feel that you must 
surely have it, as I have a leaf torn 
from one of the old issues of AMERICAN 
AstroLocy—possibly as far back as 
1934, though I am not sure—but it 
contains an article by Ruth A. Hei- 
man entitled “Neptune, Planet of 
Mystery,” and in it mention is made 
that Rasputin had Neptune promi- 
nently placed in his horoscope, so I 
take for granted that his birthdate 
must be known. 

Would you be kind enough to give 
us the date of his birth, as well as 
hour, if known? We will appreciate 
this very much indeed, and are look- 
ing forward to the study of his chart, 
with your help.

ANSWER: This information will be 
found on pages 17 and 18 of the May, 
1935, issue of American Astrology Mag- 
azine. A photostat of a letter from Ras- 
putin’s daughter gives his birthdate as 
January 22, 1870 N.S. or January 10, 1870 
O. S. The hour, of course, is not known. 

It may be noted that Frederic van 
Norstrand gave a brief analysis of this 
chart in a letter to the Editor of Ameri- 
can Astrology Magazine, which was pub- 
lished in the September 1935 issue, page 48.

Question: Can you tell us any- 
thing about Christian Rosenkreuz— 
his personal habitat and environment? 
What part of the world is he in? It 
has been said that he is on the West- 
ern coast. Please tell me if it is 
permissible to know. 


Answer: No it is not permissible 
to know. The whereabouts and the 
movements of the august Head of the 
Rosicrucian Order are always shrouded 
in mystery. If you have read the 
Rosicrucian Initiation as explained in 
the “Cosmo,” you will remember that 
he does not even appear in the body 
at the Temple services so far as the 
lay-brothers are able to determine, for 
though the Temple is built of ether 
and the twelve Elder Brothers together 
with the lay-brothers function in their 
soul-bodies during the Temple services, 
the majority among us are able to see 
a body built of even so tenuous a sub- 
stance as mind stuff. Hence it is evi- 
dent that the presence of the Head 
of the Order is altogether spiritual 
and it is said that he manifests only _ 


way-to victory 
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to the twelve who, like him, are able 


to function in their highest vehicles. 


Nevertheless, as has also been ex- 
plained in the “Cosmo,” the Head of 


‘our august Order is always active 


in the affairs of the world, working 
with the governments of the nations 
in the western world to guide them 
along the appropriate path of their 
evolution. To this end he appears in 
a physical embodiment at least part 
of the time, and if memory serves 
the Editor right, a lay-sister ventured 
to put a question concerning this mat- 
ter to one of the Elder Brothers shortly 
after the outbreak of the war. The 
rest of us held our breath, amazed at 
her indiscretion. She wanted to know 
if Christian Rosenkreuz was on the 
throne of one of the warring nations. 
The Elder Brother appeared consid- 
erably taken aback at the question, 
but told her that such matters could 
not be discussed, as the slightest ink- 
ling of his identity might destroy his 
usefulness, but he answered the ques- 
tion so far as to say that Christian 
Rosenkreuz was not to be found on 


the throne of any nation, and at the’ 


same time he intimated that he was 
the power behind the throne, but 
gave us no clue that could lead us to 
look anywhere in particular. Besides, 
to do so would be impertinent in the 
highest degree. We were, however, 
left free to indulge in our own specu- 
lations, and the Editors pointed to 
Russia where an obscure monk seemed 
to exercise a strange influence that 
commenced about the latter part of 
1905, when Saturn and Mars were 
in conjunction in the sign Aquarius, 
which rules Russia. Since the time of 
those great riots this monk has had 
a strange influence in the Empire. 
We have never spoken of this to any- 
one before, and now that we learn 
from a newspaper clipping that that 
career has ended, it will probably do 
no harm if our conjecture is correct, 
but in that case we predict that there 
are still further developments to be 
expected and that the monk from 
Tobolsk will be heard from again. If 
we are mistaken, the speculation can 
hurt no one and we give it and the 


newspaper account only for what they 
are worth. 

This monk was maligned in the 
highest degree and accused of all the 
crimes on the calendar, a fact which 
may make it difficult to believe that 
he was indeed our Holy Father 
Brother C, R. C., but a little reflec- 
tion shows that a bad reputation may 
be borne by the most spiritual. Was 
not Christ called a Winebibber? Was 
it not said “He hath a devil,” and 
was he not crucified as a criminal? 
What wonder, then, that the monk 
from Tobolsk was accused of being 
drunken and dissolute! What wonder 
that he was assassinated for the sup- 
posed reason that he was winning the 
Czar over to a scheme for the con- 
clusion of a separate peace with Ger- 
many! 

There are millions in Russia who 
mourn him as a saint; he was the poor 
man’s friend; there are others who 
seek to brand him as a sycophant, a 
hypocrite and an imposter, but one 
thing is absolutely certain, he was a 
man possessed of an unusual power 
or they would not have feared him. 
The following clipping from a news- 
paper sent by a correspondent is one 
of a number of accounts which have 
appeared in various places: 

“An incredible reign has just ended 
at Petrograd. It was the reign of a 
monk. A simple peasant was Gregori 
Rasputin when he first appeared in the 
Russian capitol a half score years 
ago. He came from eastern -‘Russia— 
the Russia that merges into Asia and 
shares its mysticism. This monk trod 
a path of victory to power. How great 
this power was over the lives of 180,- 
000,000 people will never be known. 

“It is known, however, that Gregori 
Rasputin, ‘Saint Gregory,’ they called 
him toward the last, sent explicit 
orders to ministers, and these orders 
were obeyed. It is known that his 
levees in the palace once occupied by 
Grand Duke Alexis were attended by 
the nobility of Russia, by high-born 
ladies of the palace, by generals in 
glittering uniforms, by all the high 
and mighty of the Empire. THe 
poorest also came with prayers and

petitions, which were granted with the 
initiated order of Rasputin to heads of 
Government. 

“Tt is also said that this saint who 
came from Asia exercised a mysteri- 
_ ous power over the conscience of the 
* Czar; that the Czarina bowed her 
imperial head to his decrees; that 
rulers were elevated to the skies or 
humbled to the dust at his word. 

“And the strange story of this monk 
who brought the darkness of the 
Middle Ages with him is not based on 
hearsay. Since 1912 the representa- 
tives of the Russian people have been 
struggling to free Russia from the 
grasp of this Richelieu who could 
hardly read and write. 

“Again and again has the Duma 
denounced the ‘dark forces’ which 
dominated the palace. Yet so power- 
ful was this exalted peasant from 
Tobolsk that he could defy the unani- 
mous vote of the Duma demanding 
his elimination from the life of Russia. 

“So strongly was he entrenched in 
the seat of the mighty that he could 
issue a decree commanding the Rus- 
sian press to cease its clamor and he 
could enforce his command. 

“There was no parallel to the twi- 
light rule of this monk except in the 
Middle Ages or in the ‘Forbidden 
City’ of Peking. In the Forbidden 
City, the walled stronghold of the 
Manchus, a concubine in our time rose 
to be Empress Dowager of 400,000,- 
000 yellow persons. Her rule was ab- 
solute. The shadowy figure of the 
nominally-reigning Emperor was blot- 
ted out by the Empress Dowager’s 
actual power. Tzu-Hsi, with her 
enamelled face and her gorgeous 
finery, uttered the words that meant 
life or death to courtiers, governors, 
and viceroys. 

“What went on behind the walls of 
the Forbidden City none knew. One 
or two European women were admitted 
to that domain of slaves and eunuchs. 
What they reported was exceedingly 
interesting. It afforded a glimpse into 
a world which the Europeans believed 
to have passed forever with the advent 
of gunpowder, and the railroad and 
the telegraph. But the machinery that 


moved that government by women 
and by slaves remained a mystery. 
The power that controlled the lives 
of 400,000,000 people remained a 
shadow. 

“The story of Rasputin is more 
amazing than the story of the Dow- 
ager Empress, Tzu-Hsi. The holy man 
from Tobolsk dominated, not a sched- 
uled oriental harem surrounded by 
high walls of brick and tradition, but 
one of the brilliant courts of Europe, 
the Europe of today, the Europe that 
is dealing with tragic facts. The em- 
pire that Rasputin swayed with his 
strange pretensions to a divine mission 
and divine powers is one of the decid- 
ing factors of a decisive period in the 
history of civilization. The anachro- 
nism might well be regarded as in- 
credible. 

“And yet this man undoubtedly 
played, or tried to play, a master’s 
part in the affairs, not only of Russia, 
but of Europe. All Russia believes 
that eight years ago Rasputin, by his 
mysterious powers prevented the out- 
break of war between Russia and 
Austria-Hungary at the moment 
when the Bosnia-Herzegovina ques- 
tion stirred the fires of international 
hatred and suspicion to a fresh blaze. 

“In the present crisis, amid the sol- 
emn surroundings of the Russian Par- 
liament, Rasputin has been accused of 
seeking to sell his country to the 
enemy by trying to bring about a 
separate peace on humiliating terms 
between Russia and the Central Pow- 
ers. The crime that brought an end to 
his mystic overlordship of the imperial 
mind and conscience has been greeted 
in the Duma and by the Russian press 
as an act of national deliverance.” 

P.S.: In the typed copy given to 
me the word Tomsk was given in place 
of “Tobolsk.” I purposely typed it 
“Tobolsk” because, in reading “Ras- 
putin, The Holy Devil” by René 
Fulop-Miller always wrote it thusly. 
Not once was the word “Tomsk” 
found, so perhaps the one who copied 
it for me made the mistake, although 
it may have been thus written in Max 
Heindel’s article of April, 1917, issue.

CYCLES 


Washington, D. C. 

The attached clipping appears to have 
possibilities as a challenge to all astro- 
logical students, especially research stu- 
dents. 

Considering that “SCIENCE” as inter- 
preted from the present day scientific men 
is the keynote of the research, it might be 
well to word any entries in the language 
which the “scientists” will understand 
rather than to refer to Astrological Cycles. 
After the awards are made, then Astrology 
can claim for its own any who use astro- 
logical phenomena in working out their 
entries. 

It might be well for any who are inter- 
ested to find out what has been written 
along any cycles by the judges. Dr. C. C. 
Abbot has written a short treatise on 
“Weather Cycles” which is available to the 
public upon application to the Smithsonian 
Institute. I suppose the other “Scientists” 
have made some contribution in thet par- 
ticular field. 

I am suggesting that it be called to the 
attention of all astrological students who 
have done any cyclic research work that it 
also be suggested that the work be broken 
into group classes, such as Weather, Ani- 
mals, Humanity, Births, Finances, Acdéi- 
dents (Fires, Catastrophes, Auto-Acci- 
dents), Epidemics, Wars, and by localities, 
such as sections of the globe. 

The study seems to be directed as results 
of rhythms rather than at causes, so it may 
be well to keep in mind that statistical 
results will probably weigh more than indi- 
cated causes. 

My idea is that IF an Astrological Stu- 
dent wins the medal or award on the basis 
of his “Cyclic Research Report” he can 
then stand on the honors of recognition by 
the learned Scientists while he proceeds to 
further confound them by nature of future 
cyclic phenomena (strong or weak, and, 
timing [year], and location of possible 
greatest activity). 

Don’t you think it would be rather nice 
to have an astrological student recognized 
by leaders of the group who consider 
themselves his “betters” and then have him 
(or her) explain the correlated astrological 
aspects indicating the phenomena? This 
would make it possible for any astrological 


student to determine the “strength” of any 
given cycle merely by studying the astro- 
logical phenomena, both past and future, 
while the scientist would have to be content 
with records of the past and await those 
to be made in the future. - 
If my suggestion has any interest which 
you think might be passed along in your 
magazine, use any part suitable to your 
ideas.

An Award Offered for Research 
on Uncharted Rhythms 


Seasons come and go, hearts beat 
regularly, tides rise and fall. Every- 
where we find cycles long and short. 
How important they are business men 
know. Some years ago, for example, 
the Hudson’s Bay Company found 
that there were wide fluctuations in 
the number of pelts offered from year 
to year. Inventories varied and so 
did prices. It turned out that the 
fluctuations in abundance of animals 
were fairly regular and that they could 
be plotted from 1844 to 1904. Thus 
it became possible to predict when 
future peaks and valleys might be ex- 
pected. A change in business policy 
with benefit to the Indian trappers re- 
sulted. 

Similarly it has been shown that 
elephants are abundant at sixty-two- 
year intervals, that mice plagues occur 
every four years, that swarms of in- 
sects recur at intervals of two weeks, 
that the salmon catch has its cycles, 
that the purchasing power of beef 
cattle has a rhythm of 14.8 years from 
peak to peak, that there is a thirty- 
three-month rhythm in bond prices 
and retail sales, that pneumonia and 
influenza reach peaks about every 
three years. 

Why all this should be so is not 
always clear. Hence the Foundation 
for the Study of Cycles has framed a 
program which is bound to be endorsed 
by every scientist and business man. 
In order to stimulate interest in the 
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subject the foundation will present a 
medal to the person who makes the 
most valuable contribution in any 
branch of cyclic research during 1943 
and it will mention honorably out- 
standing work. 


Award Judges 


The judges of the award will be Dr. 
C. C. Abbot, solar physicist of the 
Smithsonian Institution: Dr. Harold 
E. Anthony, dean of scientific staff, 
American Museum of Natural His- 
tory; Professor W. C. Mitchell, Col- 
umbia University; Professor V. C. 
Wynne-Edwards, McGill University, 
and Professor Ellsworth Huntington, 
geographer of Yale. Communications 
should be addressed to Professor 
Huntington at Hendrie Hall, Yale 
University, New Haven, Conn., who 
will serve as chairman. 

Thirty-two learned societies have 
been asked to appoint advisers from 
the fields of geology, paleontology, 
biology, zoology, botany, geography, 
history, astronomy, physics and eco- 
nomics. The advisers will be requested 
to send copies of articles on cycles or 
at least to give references. The medal- 
ist and the receivers of honorable men- 
tion will be chosen from the selections 
thus made. 


COMMENT: We are inclined to think 
that Mr. Smith is somewhat of an optimist 
in his assumption that it is even possible 
for an astrological student to win the 
aforementioned award, but there is never- 
theless some consolation to all in the fact 
that we aré also doing our part in the study 
of cycles, and that furthermore we are 
making progress—slow progress, it is true, 
but isn’t all scientific progress slow? 

After all, astrology as a science of syn- 
chronism lends itself readily and properly 
as a means to the end in this matter, since 
it is based upon astronomical cycles, than 
which there is nothing more certain or 
better understood at the present time.

I hope you will bear with me while 
I tell you about many experiences 
both interesting and tragic that have 
happened to me in regard to the ac- 
curacy of your article, Sensitive De- 
grees, on page 27 of the October issue. 

I was born May 11, 1890, Lat. 45° 
north, long. 63° west, with 4° Virgo 
ascending. My Sun is 20+ Taurus, 
Moon 20+ Aquarius, Saturn 27 Leo, 
MC 28 Taurus. 

At the beginning of the Uranus in 
Taurus transit, we left New York 
for Detroit and it’s been seven years 
of ups and downs, sickness, financial 
headaches and worse. When I read 
your article about my birthday, May 
11, 1941, 7 was petrified, really afraid 
to move, but everything was lovely. 
The same was true of May 1942. We 
changed residence on August 9, 1942. 
I was feeling so much better in every 
way, but on February 21st the blow 
of all that heavy planetary day fell. 
Unconsciously I must have known it 
for I did such odd things—like pre- 
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g poring my home as if I were going 


away, settling up things all in order, 
until my sister said, “Why all this on 
Saturday, February 21st?” I insisted 
on going downtown, settling all bills, 
etc. On our return we finished mar- 
keting and for some unknown reason 
I insisted on going across the Six 
Mile Road. (J mever cross that 
street.) The traffic was stopped going 
out, it was a cold windy day. I was 
holding my hand on my hat when I 
looked down and saw the wheels of a 
car. Then down I went. I never lost 
consciousness. Once I tried to get up, 
laughed and talked to the officer while 
stretched out on the desk in a neigh- 
boring real estate office.

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Taurus, the degree of the Full Moon of 
May 11, 1941, when the aggregation of 
planets in Taurus was unique. Many 
astrologers have long held to the theory 
that an eclipse or major conjunction does 
not become active until the subsequent 
transit of Mars over the eclipse or con- 
junction degree. In this connection, we 
might call attention to the fact that Mars 
will make its first transit over the degree 
of the Saturn-Uranus conjunction of May 
3, 1942 (29:20 Taurus) on August 22, 
1943, and that the Moon conjuncts Mars 
in 29-+- Taurus on the same day. 


It might be well to note here that all 
Natives with the Sun (or any planet) in 
20 Taurus did not have experiences ap- 
proaching in any degree the seriousness of 
the accident which occurred to the May 
11, 1890 native. Her case was compli- 
cated by the Sun’s position in the 9th 
house (of travel), in square to the Moon 
in 20+ Aquarius in the 6th house (of 
health) and square Saturn in the 12th 


house. On the day of the accident, the ~ 
Moon conjuncted Mars (then moving to the 7 
conjunction with Saturn in 22 Taurus), 
and perhaps one could say that the native 
“can thank her lucky stars” that Mercury 
was stationary on the excellently-aspected 
radical Jupiter (in the 6th house of health) 
and transiting Jupiter was exactly over 
radical Mercury (ruler Ascendant) and 
Venus (ruler of the 3rd). One might ask 
why the weight of the stimulation occurred 
on February 21st, with Mars already past 
the 21st degree of Taurus, rather than 
on February 18th or 19th (1942) when 
Mars was transiting the Full Moon de- 
gree. This is an example of another 
familiar point—that the transiting the 
Moon acts as an accelerator. On the 20th, 
the Moon entered Taurus, coming to a 
conjunction with Mars at 11:21 P.M., 
E.S.T. on the 21st. The accident oc- 
curred as the Moon applied to this conjunc- 
tion, and at the time of its occurrence, Leo 
was on the ascendant, with the native’s 
Saturn rising!

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SENSITIVE DEGREES 


In our January 1943 issue, page 29, we 
discussed at some length the major con- 
junction of Saturn and Uranus, May 3, 
1942 in 29° 20’ Taurus. As stated in con- 
nection therewith, this is a major conjunc- 
tion of great significance, recurring every 
45 years in approximately opposite degrees 
of the zodiac, the last being September 9, 
1897, in 25° 35’ Scorpio, followed within 
a few months by the Spanish-American 
War, which was precipitated by the sinking 
of the Maine, February 15, 1898. 

We further pointed out that the first 
potent lunar contact with the degree of 
this conjunction in 1942 was the Full Moon 
of November 22, 1942 in 29° 55’ Taurus. 
The North African campaign which got 
under way November 8, 1942, may there- 
fore be considered as having been attuned 
to the major conjunction of May 3rd. 

The next lunar contact of equal signifi- 
cance happens to be the Full Moon of 
May 19th, the chart of which, erected for 
E.S.T. at 40° N. Latitude, is reproduced 
herewith. It will be noted that this May 
Full Moon necessarily occurs in the op- 
posite degree of the zodiac (28° 00’ Scor- 
pio), while the Sun on May 19th is within 
one degree of the major conjunction of 
May 3, 1942. May we not reasonably 
expect therefore, the termination of the 
North African campaign at that time, 
which under present conditions could mean 
not only the final annihilation of the Axis 
forces in Tunisia, but it might further 
indicate a fulfilment of the particular plan 
which was put into operation commencing 
November, 1942. 

In any consideration of a major con- 
junction, one can never overestimate the 
significance of a Mars transit over the 
degree that happens to be sensitized by 
the conjunction, and the first transit of 
Mars over the 29th degree of Taurus 
(Saturn conjoined Uranus, May 3, 1942) 
occurs on August 22, 1943, closely follow- 
ing a partial eclipse of the Moon on Au- 
gust 15th. On the basis of experience with 
these matters, one is forced to accept Mars 
as symbolizing the activating principle in 
any planetary pattern. We shall there- 
fore, look forward to the month of August 
1943 with considerable interest and antici-

pation, particularly since the Moon will 
conjoin Mars on August 22nd, the day 
Mars transits the sensitive degree. It would 
be difficult to be very specific in estimating 
the probable results of such a transit and 
even if it were possible for one to be spe- 
cific, we would doubt the wisdom of such, 
circumstances being as they are. This much 
we may say, that from many points of 
view, our estimation of this particular year 
1943 as “A Year of Crisis”* is amply borne 
out by a strange web of interrelated plane- 
tary contacts with the various war charts. 
Especially is this true of the first half of 
the year. Furthermore, these various con- 
tacts seem to follow a fairly consistent 
trend which may be said more or less to 
culminate in August, 1943. 

For instance, in April, we find Mars 
making its first transit over the position 
it held May 11, 1941, the chart which not 
only precipitated Hess onto the Scottish 
moors, but may also be said to have been 
the month wherein the die was cast that led 
to the German attack on Russia one month 
later. This transit occurs on April 11th, 
very late in the day (E.S.T.). Further- 
more, at the time of the May (1943) Full 
Moon, which is our main subject of discus-

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sion here, we find Venus within orb of a 
conjunction with Mars in the chart of the 
May 3, 1942 conjunction of Saturn and 
Uranus, a planetary position which was 
dealt with at considerable length in our 
January, 1943 issue (pages 29-30). This 
Venus transit over the degree of the radical 
Mars of the major conjunction is not any- 
thing the United States of America should 
reasonably look forward to with any con- 
siderable degree of misgiving. On the 
contrary—but—’nough said! 

Finally, it would seem in order to give a 
list of the nations and individuals who 
have direct planetary contacts within one 
degree with the major conjunction of 
Saturn and Uranus of May 3, 1942:

EGYPTIAN ASTROLOGY 
3. Egyptian Calendar 


“The astrological effects of the planets 
upon parts of the body and upon the thera- 
peutic art—usually called Medical Astrol- 
ogy—-was recognized, and extensive tables 
for guidance in diagnosis were evolved. 

“While it would seem that the ancient 
Egyptians should have had an extensive 
knowledge of physiology and all its aspects 
by reason of their high development of the 
art of preserving the dead, that premise is 
not borne out by facts. 

“Their conceptions were based upon two 
fundamental postulates—of air in motion 
and liquid in motion, for they erroneously 
believed that in the human body air passed 
along the arteries and liquid (blood) tra- 
versed the veins. The solid substance of the 
body—its earthy constituents and its native 
heat—its igneous constituents, were re- 
garded as forming a fixed and constant 
mass, and so earth and fire were not con- 
sidered in their physiological relations until 
the Hellenistic Period of the 5th Century, 
B.C. At this time the heated controversy 
which had existed between the Pneumatists 
—who gave special prominence to the Air 
of the body—and the Haematists—who at- 
tached more importance to the Liquid—be- 
came reconciled. 

“Many eminent historians and even some 
Egyptologists, have supposed that the 
Egyptians were not acquainted with the 
science of Chronology as we know it, and 
some have even claimed that they had no 
chronological system at all. These assump- 
tions and statements are based upon the 
fact that neither the days, months, nor 
years, as such, were used in dating, but 
simply such expressions as the first or 
fourth or such-and-such a day or month of 
such-and-such a season or year of the reign 
of such-and-such a ruler.

“The truth is that, even as far back as 
the uniting of the Kingdom under King 
Menes in 4400 B.C., they had, thanks to 
astronomy and astrology, developed and 
consistently used the most accurate system 
of chronology ever devised by the ingenuity 
of man! 

“Self-registering, self-verifying, and 
mathematically accurate because it was 
strictly astronomical, it was based upon the 
heliacal rising of Sirius, the Dog-star, which 
they called Sothis—and their chronological 
system the Sothiac System. 

“The Egyptians determined that the 
Winter Solstice was the truly scientific be- 
ginning of the year, for, figuratively, the old 
year dies and the new year is born when the 
Sun, having reached its lowest point in the 
southern hemisphere, reverses its course 
and begins to return along the path of the 
ecliptic. December 21st was, therefore, the 
beginning of their ancient calendar year. 
The culmination, or northern turning-point, 
called an or ian, was, of course, the Summer 
Solstice on June 21st. 

“An or ian means ‘horn’ or ‘horns,’ and 
the name of the southern horn still survives 
in the sign of Capricorn, the ‘Horn of the 
Goat.’ The nothern horn is now called Can- 
cer, the Crab, because the sun, when it 
reaches that point, seems to begin to move 
backwards as does the Crab; symbolically, 
it is the same as Jan. 

“The year was therefore divided scien- 
tifically into four parts—the winter sol- 
stice, vernal equinox, summer solstice and 
autumnal equinox, represented respectively 
by the first day of the months Troth, 
Choiahk, Phamenoth, and Paoni, coinciding 
approximately with the present dates of 
December 21st, March 21st, June 21st and 
September 2 Ist. 
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“The same system controlled the arrange- 
ment of the day, which had been divided 
into twelve hours of day and twelve hours 
of night—from whence we get the numerals 
1-12 on the faces of our clocks—and was 
considered to have four parts: The winter 
solstice marked midnight, the beginning; 
the vernal equinox was sunrise; the summer 
solstice was noon, the turning point, and 
sunset was the autumnal equinox. 

“The life of mankind, from birth to 
death, illustrated to them the course of the 
Sun alike in the day and in the year, the 
solstitial birth, the vernal youth, the sum- 
mer of. manhood, and the autumnal or the 
sunset of life, and the wonderful story of 
Isis and Osiris was only one of the many 
allegories which they drew from it. 

“Tt will be remembered that long before 
4400 B.C. the Egyptians had accurately de- 
termined the length of the year and divided 
it into twelve months of exactly thirty days 
each, corresponding to the number of de- 
grees in a circle, and the months were fur- 
ther subdivided into three weeks of ten 
days each. To the last month, Mesori, was 
added five extra, or intercalary days, and 
this year of 365 days was the Ordinary 
Year. 

“The Sacred Year, so-called because by it 
they fixed the dates of their feasts and fes- 
tivals, was composed of 365% days, the be- 
ginning of which was determined by the 
‘risings’ of the fixed stars and the sun’s 
position in the heavens. 

“The ordinary year of 365 days was 
nearly a quarter of a day short, so that the 
heliacal rising of Sirius, or Sothis, and the 
fixed year also, advanced one day every 
four years. In other words, the years, sea- 
sons and months of the ordinary year re- 
ceded one full day each four, years. 

“We remedy this discrepancy by adding, 
or ‘intercalating,’ one day at the end of the 
month of February every fourth, or ‘leap’ 
year. If we should cease to do this, our 
years and months would likewise recede 
one day in each four years, one month in 
each 120 years, and one complete year each 
1,460 years. 

“The deliberate omission by the Egyp- 
tians of the intercalary day at the end of 
each 4 years caused the ‘Rising of Sothis’ 
to advance one full month of 30 days in 120 
years, one full season of 4 months in 480 
years, and one full year (including the 
intercalary days [5]) in 1,460 years, or

years was called ‘The Great Year,’ or the © 


Sothiac Year. ‘ 
“These ‘Great Months’ of 120 years each 
were Hantis, or Sothiac Months. The Soth.. 
iac months bore the same names as the 
ordinary months, and were sacred to and 


ruled by the same deities. With the heliaca] . 


rising of Sothis, or when Sothis (Sirius) rose 
with the sun on the first day of the first 
month of the year called Thoth, it marked 
the beginning of a new Sothiac Year. 

‘The Sothiac System is therefore the key 
to Egyptian chronology, and the key to the 
much-abused lists of the celebrated priest 
and eminent historian, Mantheo, which he 
copied from the ancient registers of the 
temples. These registers reach back for 
centuries to the very earliest times, and are 
as reliable as the astronomical Canon of 
Ptolemy. 

“The arrangement of the Egyptian 
months, the corresponding astrological 
sign and the period of each month, the sea- 
sons of their year, and the scientific divi- 
sions of periods can best be illustrated by 
a table showing the arrangement at a glance. 

~“The allegory of Birth, Growth, Death 
and Resurrection, as illustrated by the 
progress of the sun through the year, was 
as follows: Horus or Har-pa-chrat, meaning 
‘Horus, the Baby,’ was born on December 
21st at the winter solstice, or beginning of 
the solar year (and there is considerable 
evidence that Christ was born on this date, 
instead of December 25th). 

“At the vernal equinox on March 21st 
he became physically developed, as Har- 
ka-nacht, meaning ‘Horus, the Powerful 
Bull.’ At the summer solstice, June 21st, he 
reached the height of physical perfection 
as Ra, or ‘Heart of the Year,’ and at the 
autumnal equinox on September 21st he be- 
gan to grow old and decline as Osiris. 

“From the vernal equinox to the autum- 
nal equinox, March 21st to September 21st, 
or Aries through Virgo, which we call the 
Northern Signs, the sun was in the Upper 
Hemisphere, or Sphere of Light, symbolized 
as Horus. From the autumnal equinox to 
the vernal, September 21st to March 21st, 
or Libra through Pisces, our Southern Signs, 
he was in the Lower Hemisphere—their 
Lower World, or Sphere of Darkness, sym- 
bolized by Seth, their god of Darkness.

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A Statistical Analysis 


Presidential Birtb-Dates 


Part IV: Moon-Mercury and Moon-Venus Aspects 


Introduction and Purpose: This objec- 
tive study of aspects associated with the 
birth-dates of United States presidents was 
undertaken with three major purposes in 
mind. Our immediate objective was to 
learn whether the birth-dates of such a 
highly selected group of men as the presi- 
dents were associated to any unusual de- 
gree with astrological phenomena. Our 
second purpose, which in reality is basic to 
the first, was to establish sound methods 
of statistical analysis for application to 
astrological data in general. Our third 
goal is the fundamental purpose upon 
which this reasearch program is based, 
namely, to determine whether the beliefs 
of astrology are based on scientific facts, 
insofar as statistical techniques are appli- 
cable to such data. 

The attainment of satisfactory answers 
to this last question will require much 
painstaking research over a long period of 
time. It will require the study of many 
different kinds of data, analyzed from vari- 
ous points of view. We, as virtual pioneers, 
can hope only to lay the foundations for 
the extensive research which must be done 
in a field so vast and complex as astrology. 

Just as the foundation of any permanent 
structure, whether material or abstract, re- 
quires solid groundwork, so must we estab- 
lish basic procedures which may serve as 
the origins for elaborate analyses. We are 
utilizing for this purpose a group for which 
all facts are easily verified and about which 
a maximum of information is available. 
Extensive information of this type serves 
as a guidepost to reasoning and logical

deduction; for no statistical analysis can 
be considered valid which, though mathe- 
matically correct, will not stand the test 
of logical reasoning. 

Discussion of Procedure: As we have 
proceeded with the study of the presidents’ 
birth-dates, we have developed and ana- 
lyzed procedures for the study of the astro- 
logical aspects for each planet group. 
Modifications in the procedures have been 
made, and continue to be made, as each 
problem arising from the data is met and 
solved. 

In this connection, it may be of interest 
to note that the mere application of a 
statistical formula to a given number of 
aspects is inadequate and sometimes inac- 
curate, The statistician who attempts an 
analysis of astrological theories is con- 
fronted by many intricate problems, most 
of which are outside the field of statistics. 
This mathematical science is a tool subject, 
having no practical purpose in itself, but 
being useful only when employed in con- 
nection with another field of study. In the 
same manner arithmetic means little, ex- 
cept in theory, until one employs it in a 
particular activity, as in monetary ex- 
change or in book-keeping. Thus the sta- 
tistician who wishes to analyze astrological 
data must first delve into astrological 
literature. Then, he must become well 
acquainted with the astronomical founda- 
tions of astrology. And, he must also 
become familiar with the background of 
the source material itself, whether it be 
historical, psychological, technical, or of 
any other origin. 
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‘ The astronomical basis of astrology is 
the factor most closely allied with the 
Statistical procedure. The astrologer em- 
ploys the planetary positions and observa- 
_tions which are derived directly from the 
highly accurate and complex observations 
of astronomers. It is not sufficient for the 
Statistician to know where a given planet 
was at a particular moment, a fact which 
can be easily obtained by reference to a 
nautical almanac or ephemeris. The stat- 
istician must take into full consideration 
the fundamental concepts of planetary 
motions, the elements of a planet, and 
much of what is termed celestial mechanics 
in its relationship to planetary motions. 
For example, he must know how long it 
takes a planet to complete its synodic 
period, and also how great are the varia-

tions from the mean, as reported in the © 
astronomical tables. Furthermore, facts ~ 
of astrological import are not easily found 
in astronomical literature, since the objec- 
tives of the two fields are so divergent; so 
that the research worker in astrology must 
often analyze data from an astronomical 
point of view before he can proceed to the 
astrological and statistical analysis. 

These brief observations are made here 
merely to indicate the type and extent of 
the problems confronted by the pioneer in 
statistical research in astrology. As we 
continue with our study of the presidents’ 
birth-dates, we hope to solve the major 
problems involved in the study of planetary 
aspects for the groups reported upon, and 
thus provide a basis for further studies 
involving the aspects.

‘, Statement of Problem : 

In previous articles*, we reported upon 
the results obtained from an analysis of 
Sun-Saturn, Moon-Saturn, and Moon-Mars 
aspects associated with the presidents’ 
birthdates. For each set the same problem 
was posed: How many national elections 
in United States history resulted in presi- 
dents who were born within given aspect 
potency periods for the seven aspects 
formed by the planet group, and are there 
any statistically significant variations from 
the normal expectation for any of them? 
Two aspects occurred with unusual fre- 
quency, the Sun square Saturn and the 
Moon conjunct Mars. Together these 
aspects accounted for 10 presidents repre- 
senting 16 elections. The Sun-square- 
Saturn men were Madison, Jackson, Lin- 
coln, T. Roosevelt, and F. D. Roosevelt. 
Of these, all were elected twice except T. 
Roosevelt, who was elected only once, and 
F. D. Roosevelt, who was elected three 
times. The Moon conjunct Mars men 
were Pierce, Cleveland, Taft, Coolidge, 
Hoover, and F. D. Roosevelt. Of these, 
Pierce, Taft, Coolidge, and Hoover were 
elected each to one term; Cleveland was 
elected twice; and F. D. Roosevelt was 
elected three times. Of the ten men listed 
here, only F. D. Roosevelt had both the 
Sun square Saturn and the Moon conjunct 
Mars aspects. 

In this article we report on the results 
obtained from a study of the Moon-Mer- 
cury and the Moon-Venus aspects. We 
apply the same question to these two planet 
groups as we applied to the others.

In general, the procedure employed in 
this article follows the same pattern as the 
one discussed in parts II and III of this 
series, and the sources for all our original 
data remain the same. 

Table I gives the geocentric longitudes 
of the Moon, Mercury and Venus, at noon 
for each president’s birth-date. It is neces- 
sary to repeat that only elected presidents 
are considered*, and Taylor is omitted 
since his birth-date cannot be verified. 


Probability of Birth Under Given 
Aspects of the Moon and Mercury 
and the Moon and Venus 


Both Mercury and Venus are inner 
planets, that is, planets whose orbits lie 
between that of the earth and of the Sun. 
Although their sideréal and synodic periods 
are different, their mean hourly motions in 
geocentric longitude are the same. Both 
have an average hourly motion of 149 
seconds. The variations from this mean 
in the case of Mercury are greater than 
for Venus. However, they are not suf- 
ficiently great to affect the statistical re- 
sults to any appreciable extent. For the 
present study, this mean of 149 seconds 
may therefore be used. When the number 
of cases in a study is considerably larger 
than the one used here and when the 
period of time covered by the data is 
smaller, variations from the mean must be 
considered in the light of their effect on 
final results. 

Since the method of obtaining the prob- 
ability ratios for Moon-Mercury and 
Moon-Venus aspects is the same as that 
employed in the Moon-Mars article, Part 
II, only the results are given here. These 
are summarized in Table 11.

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The probability of birth under an aspect 
occurring only once during an aspect cycle 
is .034 for a 12-degree orb, .055 for a 20- 
degree orb, and .083 for a 30-degree orb. 

The probability of birth under aspects 
occurring twice during any aspect cycle is 
068 for the 12-degree orb, .110 for the 20- 
degree orb, and .166 for the 30-degree orb. 

These probability ratios apply to both 
Moon-Mercury and Moon-Venus aspects. 

Period of Aspect Potency: The aspect 
potency periods that are given in Table II 
define the limits within which the aspects 
may be considered potent for various units 


within a given study, the same orb limits 7 
must be used. ’ 
The periods are divided into two groups: 
one, on a ratio of 1 to 1, that is equal 
periods of potency before and after the ~ 
formation of an aspect; second, on a ratio 
of 3 to 2, or periods longer before the 
aspect formation than after. This latter 
method of analysis is in line with the 
astrological belief that aspects are more 
potent before their formation than after, 
For both Moon-Mercury and Moon- 
Venus, the potency periods are divided as 
follows, for the one to one ratios: 


Since we have not 
yet established any particular orb span as 
being the only one appropriate for general 
use, it is necessary that we continue our 
analysis by employing those periods which 
either custom or the data themselves sug- 
gest as feasible.

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The methods of calculating the other 
statistical functions given in Table IV 
were discussed in previous articles. Briefly, 
we wish to determine whether the differ- 
ence between the expected mean and the 
number of elections for any aspect in any 
potency category is greater that 2.50 times 
the standard deviation of that expected 
mean. This relationship, or critical ratio, 
is considered as a minimum standard to 
establish the statistical significance of the 
results, for it means that the chances of 
such a mean difference occurring are yery 
few when compared with normal expecta- 
tions. 

Study of the last column of Table IV 
shows that the ratios obtained are all con- 
siderably smaller than 2.50. Actually, none 
is greater than 1.88. This means that in 
the case of Moon-Mercury aspects, there is 
no configuration which is represented to 
any unusual degree among the birth-dates 
of our elected presidents. It is to be noted 
that the results are consistent from one 
aspect potency category to the other. This 
consistency of results is always to be con- 
sidered in analyzing statistical data. 

The situation with respect to Moon- 
Venus aspects is quite different. 


Moon-Venus Aspects: Statistical 4 : 
Analysis a 


In Table V we have the Moon-Venus ~ 
aspects occurring nearest noon of the presi- 
dential birth-dates. 

Table VI was set up in the same manner 
as was Table IV for Moon-Mercury. It 
gives a summary of the statistical analysis 
with respect to the Moon-Venus aspects. 

We are primarily interested in the last - 
colump, headed “Ratio.” Here we note 
that only one aspect, the quincunx ( X ), in 
each of the six categories yields a critical 
ratio greater than 2.50. For the 24-hour 
potency period the critical ratio is 2.85 for 
both the 1:1 and the 3:2 time proportions. 
This means that the odds are only 1 in 
500 that such a difference from the expected 
mean would occur by chance alone. 

For the 20-degree orb (1:1 ratio) the 
mean difference is 5.61 times its standard 
deviation. In other words, such a differ- 
ence could be expected to occur by chance 
alone once in over 1,000,000 times. 

For the 3:2 ratio of the 20-degree orb, 
the mean difference is 5.09 times the 
standard deviation. The odds favoring the 
occurrence of such an event by chance 
alone are about 1 in 1,000,000.

A careful study of Table VI shows that 
these results are consistent with those for 
the other aspects. In most instances, the 
other aspects show frequencies slightly be- 
low their expected means. Only the quin- 
cunx shows a consistently higher frequency 
than its expected mean, and for every 
category the excess over the normal expec- 
tation is statistically significant. 

Who are the men who were born under 
a Moon quincunx Venus aspect? Are they 
the same men who were born under either 
Sun square Saturn or Moon conjunct Mars 
aspects? 

Table VII lists the presidents who are 
represented by each of the three significant 
aspects. 

There are eleven men representing sev- 
enteen elections listed under Moon quin- 
cunx Venus: F. D. Roosevelt, Madison, 
Jackson, T. Roosevelt, Cleveland, J. 
Adams, Jefferson, J. Q. Adams, Buchanan, 
Garfield, and Harding. Of these eleven 
men, F. D. Roosevelt, who represents three 
elections, is listed under Sun square Saturn 
and Moon conjunct Mars as well as Moon 
quincunx Venus. Four of the men are 
listed under a second aspect: Madison, 
Jackson and T. Roosevelt under the Sun 
square Saturn, and Cleveland under the 
Moon conjunct Mars. Altogether, there 
are 16 men, representing 23 elections, 
whose birth-dates fall under one or more 
of these three aspects. This group repre- 
sents approximately 61% of the entire 
number of elections sesneideend. 


Summary and Observations 


Conclusions based on these results are 
still premature, as we have not yet com- 
pleted our analysis of the astrological 
aspects for other planet groups. For ex- 
ample, there seems to be a similarity be- 
tween the number of aspects and the num- 
ber of elections represented by each mean. 
This similarity may be pure coincidence, 
or it may point to a possible trend, indicat- 
ing that those men who are elected more 
than once may be expected to have more 
than one of the significant aspects. Our 
| future analyses may nullify this trend, for 


further duplications or even triplications of 
aspects per man may occur if: any other 
planetary configuration yields an unusually 
high frequency. For the present we can 
only say that our statistical analyses re- 
veal aspects which occur more frequently 
among the president group than one may 
expect in the population at large. 

Thus far, we have found statistically 
significant frequencies in three planetary 
configurations: the Moon conjunct Mars, 
the Sun square Saturn, and the Moon 
quincunx Venus. Our analyses of other 
planet groups may add further interesting 
notes to these observations on the presi- 
dential birth-dates.

the problem of staging the observatory 
scenes, he proceeded to approve astrology 
per se in a manner which must gratify 
everyone concerned with that science. To 
quote from Goethe’s answer of Dec. 8, 1798: 

“Astrological conception is based on the 
mysterious awareness of an enormously 
huge cosmos. Experience tells us that the 
nearest stars have a decisive influence on 
weather, vegetation and so forth. One need 
only move upwards from this, step by step, 
and it cannot be said where such influence 
ceases. 

“After all, astronomers find that stars 
are affected by others; and when philoso- 
phers thus are inclined, really forced, to 
accept these remote influences, then the 
individual may, pre-apprehending himself, 
ever continue further and admit the effect 
of these stellar influences on morals, on 
fortune and misfortune. 

“This, and similar speculations, | would 
not call even superstition. It is so near to 
our nature, is as sufferable and as acceptable 
as any other faith. This belief occurs, not 
only in certain centuries, but during cer- 
tain epochs of life, indeed, in the case of 
certain natures more often than one would 
expect.” 

Goethe then gives some additional sug- 
gestions regarding stage problems in Wal- 
lenstein and returns to astrology: 

“The late King of Prussia (Frederick 
William II, nephew of Frederick the Great, 
died 1797) had been anticipating your 
‘Wallenstein’ only because he hoped to find 
this subject treated seriously.”

TR iceocie fact to be faced by as- 
trologers, although perhaps a rather un- 
palatable one, is that astrology cannot 
gain a fair hearing when it addresses itself 
to the physicists, chemists, biologists, phy- 
sicians and others who make up the 
faculties and alumni of the American uni- 
versities and hold the key positions in 
scientific research laboratories, and who 
collectively regard themselves as scientists 
and so the proper spokesmen for science. 
The exceptions to this appear to be exceed- 
ingly minimal, as far as any evidence in 
print is concerned. Cases where any per- 
son with standing, in this narrowly delim- 
ited or self-defining field of science, is will- 
ing to make a public statement favorable 
to astrology are rare indeed. 

In the light of this fact, the persistent 
effort of some astrologers to use the word 
scientific as a defining term for astrology in 
any of its phases is exceptionally un- 
fortunate. There is no question of the sin- 
cerity of these astrologers. Their effort is 
to establish a stellar art which will be 
based on genuine scientific principles rather 
than upon mere tradition, guesswork and 
psychic or intuitive faculties. To the out- 
sider, however, the use of the word is a 
psychological mistake, in view of the cur- 
rent seientific attitude. Something should 
be done about it in the face of what gives 
every appearance of a concerted well- 
organized and well-financed attack on as- 
trology and its practice. Actually the label 
used by the astrologer becomes of little sig- 
nificance when attention is focused upon 
his methods of doing business. When he 
clings to the designation scientific without 
definitely repudiating the fraudulent type 
of flat predictions of the future with which 
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{ 
the word astrology is associated in the gen- 
eral public mind (and so of necessity for 
the major part in the understanding of 
legislators, public officials and the courts), 
his cause is not only weakened by misrepre- 
sentation but is hurt much more seriously 
by the ridiculousness of his position. 

The root of the difficulty here, of coursé, 
is in the fact that few of the leaders and 
writers in the field of astrology have kept 
abreast with the real progress in both areas, 
This is especially true since about 1930, 
with the development of the uncertainty 
principle by Bohr and Heisenberg in the 
field of modern physics and the rise of a 
philosophy of astrology based upon the con- 
cept of statistical probability rather than 
upon the doctrine (from the classical 
physics) of direct causation. Now it is most 
necessary apparently to make the new de- 
velopments better known among astrologers 
so that the leaders among them, at least, 
are as well informed as their opponents on 
the scientific and philosophic concepts at 
stake. What is almost tragic here is that 
the friends of astrology must conduct their 
fight without the aid of a general public 
respect they can take for granted, and with- 
out the facilities available to the enemy 
in the universities and research institutions 
with their endowments, available grants 
for research assistants and ample office fa- 
cilities. Moreover, in respect to this par- 
ticular conflict, the astrologers are rather 
sadly divided among themselves, whereas 
the scientists are relatively united. 

A broad, simple and _ exceptionally 
valuable survey of the scientific position 
is afforded by the recent address of the re- 
tiring president of the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science, Dr. 
Irving Langmuir, who is Associate Director 
of the General Electric Research Labora- 
tories. 
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in the magazine Science for January 1, 
1943, under the title “Science, Common 
© Sense and Decency.” Towards the close 
_ of this article, Dr. Langmuir makes a rather 
important observation, to the effect that 
“the power of the human mind is far more 
remarkable than one ordinarily thinks.” He 
is speaking in general of the intuitive as 
opposed to the reasoning method of ar- 
riving at an intellectual judgment, and call- 
ing attention to the fact that people differ 
greatly in their ability to reach correct 
conclusions by the intuitive route. Then 
he adds the following sentence, which is of 
special significance in view of the current 
attack on the public’s astrological interest. 
“Our numerous superstitions and the pres- 
ent popularity of astrology,” he explains, 
“prove how often our minds make 
blunders.” 

The point at issue is not the correctness 
or incorrectness of Dr. Langmuir’s obser- 
vation, but its value in reflecting the gen- 
eral attitude of that group of people who, 
for better or worse, are in the saddle as 
far as their intellectual supremacy in 
America today is concerned. It would be 
interesting, nonetheless, to discuss this 
tribute to astrology’s influence with its 
author because of the fact that, despite 
continual attacks on it through the whole 
of the nineteenth century and on down to 
the present moment, astrology has been ac- 
cepted increasingly by people of the broad- 
est intellectual background, speaking in an 
academic sense. With practically no voice 
of prominence among the intelligentsia 
raised in its favor the astrological interest 
has come to command a following that is 
unquestionably the greatest in its history. 
This may be proof of the human mind’s 
capacity to make blunders but it more 
logically suggests that there must be a 
very great deal to it fundamentally to make 
such forward strides when it has been neces- 
sary to override so widespread and positive 
a prejudice. Indeed the survival of as- 
trology is even the more remarkable when 
it is realized how much it has suffered 
through exploitation by the charlatan and 
through the well-meaning indiscretions of 
incompetents who have espoused it. 

It might be well to ask the question, 
however, why astrology has advanced so 
persistently on the level of the charlatan’s 
| indiscreet predictions, the fortune-teller’s 
| desire to establish it as the aristocrat of 


divinatory techniques, and the enthusiastic 
esotericist’s claim to possess secrets of the 
world withheld from scientists and aca- 
demically educated people as somehow un- 
worthy to cross its threshold. As an answer 
to this, responsibility must be placed rather 
squarely in the lap of science itself. It is 
convenient to refer to Dr. Langmuir’s ar- 
ticle, because it is easily accessible in gen- 
eral and school libraries and because it 
presents some very important facts in un- 
technical form. He opens his survey with 
the remark that, “up to the beginning of 
the present century one of the main goals 
of science was to discover natural laws.” 
He then points out that this was done by 
making experiments under carefully con- 
trolled conditions, and that when these ex- 
periments were repeated under identical 
conditions they gave the same results. 
Theories of physics were developed out of 
these experiments. Originally they were 
guesses or hypotheses, but as they were 
tested they were found reliable in the pre- 
diction of new relationships, or in forecast- 
ing the results of new experiments under 
different conditions. Dr, Langmuir then 
explains how the extraordinary accomplish- 
ments, following the application of New- 
ton’s Laws to the motions of the heavenly 
bodies, gave the scientists of the early nine- 
teenth century the conviction that “all na- 
tural phenomena were determined by ac- 
curate relations between cause and effect.” 
He quotes Ampere, who believed that if he 
were given the positions and velocities of all 
the atoms in the heavens he would be able, 
theoretically, to determine its whole future 
history. 

It was this phase of modern science that 
the early astrologers, illy-posted on the po- 
tentials of their own art, seized upon as an 
explanation and justification of their prac- 
tices. For fully a century prior to Pluto’s 
discovery in 1930, the whole astrological en- 
terprise on the intellectual side was an 
effort to compress the phenomenon of hu- 
man life into this notion of a fixed causa- 
tion. Astrology sought to be “scientific” by 
aping the theories of the physicists, without 
either the capacity or the acumen to sub- 
ject these physical theories to tests which 
astrology, far more than science itself, was 
actually equipped to provide. Parentheti- 
cally, it must be remembered that Newton 
himself was led to his studies by astrology, 
which provided the catalysis to his thinking, 
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and it is not entirely improbable, even to- 
day, that astrological hypothesis-building 
may stand many a jump ahead of purely 
physical theory when it comes to a truly 
scientific charting of the universe. 

The attempt to substantiate astrology on 
the fatalistic pattern was strengthened per- 
haps even more definitely, by the influence 
of a religious theorization which, in its 
turn, reflected the seventeenth century de- 
velopment through the mediation of the- 
ology. Man had arrived at the point where 
he actually believed he had encompassed 
the cosmos intellectually and, in the domain 
of religion he began to view existence in the 
terms of an irrevocably fixed purpose or 
plan. Modern occultism promptly reflected 
this in the particular way it presented the 
doctrine of karma to the Western world. 
The predestination by which Calvinism 
clamped its strait jacket of thought upon 
the whole first century of intellectual his- 
tory in the United States, while unques- 
tionably an over-literalistic interpretation 
of Calvin, was nonetheless very real in its 
reflex, however subconscious this may have 
been, on astrological thinking. 

Curiously enough, the great light of 

: liberty through all this down-pressing limi- 
tation on human capacities by science, re- 
ligion and philosophy was provided by the 
humanist ferment, as particularly centered 
in political developments and through the 
legal tradition. As pointed out in another 
connection in the preceding article,* the 
human soul has simply refused to become 
compressed in a pattern of fatalism, but 
has sung out from its very prison of intel- 
lectual narrowness that there is a free will 
and that any absolute foreknowledge of the 
future is a flat impossibility. In its better 
moments, the Church has acceded to this. 
The pervading Calvinism underlying the 
dominant Scottish philosophy was never 
really able to compete with the spirit of 
the open frontier in American history. The 
experience of men showed them actually 
that they are free. When there was a ques- 
tion of doubt, they could always pack up 
and go west. With this lesson learned, 
even the official closing of the frontier in 
1896 did not end the era of freedom, since 
there are the economic and _ intellectual 
frontiers for which free men and free wo- 
men are now fighting all around the globe. 
The American Constitution remains a

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reality, and recent attempts to nullify it if 
some directions, whatever the motive or” 
occasion, have not been able to override” 
this basic spirit of liberty. Hence predic: ~ 


tion in astrology has been seen to be © 


no more than a way, however inept, of ex- 
pressing probability. The credo of Alan 
Leo that “character is destiny,” and of Max 
Heindel that “the stars impel but do not 
compel,” prevented the full surrender of 
astrology to the fatalism that external con- 
ditions sought to impress upon its theory 
and practice. 

The argument for freedom up to a few 
years ago, often found itself facing an in- 
superable barrier in the so-called‘ natural 
laws of classical physics. They were the 
way through which the order in the uni- 
verse was expressed. The science of statis- 
tics had not yet arisen to give an illuminat- 
ing dramatization to the better answer. Dr, 
Langmuir’s article asks the question that is 
pertinent, therefore. “How is it then 
that classical physics had led to such defi- 
nite clean-cut laws?” His reply is de 
vastatingly frank, explaining that “the 
classical physicist naturally chose as the 
subjects for his studies those fields which 
promised greatest success.” Since the aim 
of the scientist was to discover natural 
laws, he naturally experimented “in such a 
way as to find the natural laws, for that is 
what he was looking for.” 

The physicist got the results he wished 
because he worked with phenomena that 
depended upon the behavior of large num- 
bers of atoms, rather than upon individual 
ones, and this is the psychological fallacy 
illustrated so clearly in statistics. Thus 
the accuracy of the Gallup poll is due to the 
circumstance that things which are meas- 
ured are of concern to groups of people 
large enough, and spread widely enough. 
that individual samples are adequately rep- 
resentative of the whole. As Dr. Lang- 
muir indicates, that type of phenomena in 
which individual difference is spread out or 
averaged into a superior whole phenomenon 
is the type which gives the superficial 
evidence of fixed reliabilities. The develop- 
ment of academic psychology has demon- 
strated, over and over again, the difficulties 
in obtaining any reliability of measure or 
prediction, when it comes to temperament 
or to individual personality per se. Actually, 
modern science had long found itself im 
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" concerned, when it entered the field of liv- 
ing organisms. It is probable that if Gregor 
Mendel had happened to start out with 
anything else but peas, for his controlled 
cross pollination, he might never have dis- 
covered his law. The phenomenon of evo- 
lution exists in nature, but not to the 
widespread or fixed degree which makes 
it possible to derive all things from any 
one source. 

The recent revolution in the field of 
physics has been profound. Beginning with 
Einstein’s relativity theory and Planck’s 
quantum theory, as Dr. Langmuir explains, 
all scientific thinking has been altered, 
and the most important aspect of this, in 
his words, is that “the scientist has ceased 
to believe that words or concepts can have 
any absolute meaning.” He points out 
that the question, “Does an atom really 
exist?” is meaningless to a scientist, and 
that “the definition of ‘atom’ is only partly 
given in the dictionary” because “its real 
meaning lies in the sum total of knowledge 
on this subject among scientists who have 
specialized in this field” and ‘‘no one has 
been authorized to make an exact defini- 
tion.” He adds that “we can not be sure 
just what we mean even by the word 
‘exist,’”’ and cites Bridgman’s explanation 
that “concepts in science have value only 
insofar as they can be described in terms 
of operations or specifications.” A whole 
philosophical analysis is in order here, but 
hardly in the present connection. Here 
is a return to the tradition in human 
thought that swept through the great free 
Italian universities in the fifteenth century, 
leading to the renaissance and the actual 
birth of modern science. 

Astrology, from the beginning, has had 
a sound foundation in its determination of 
the probabilities of events and outcomes in 
human affairs, because it affords an insight 
into individual differences as these have 
particular statistical relationship to group 
reality. Astrologers, fundamentally, are 
not interested in laws of the universe or 
in abstract metaphysical theories of ex- 
istence, at least when they have the wis- 
dom to attend to their own knitting. What 
they know is that individuals have like- 
nesses in certain respects to other indi- 
viduals and, by the same token, dissimilari- 
ties of equal pertinence. When these are 
| charted, human experience can be general- 


ized as a potentiality, and revealed through 
the cycles in heavenly motion. The as- 
trological probabilities are not an expres- 
sion of causation, in the old sense of classi- 
cal physics which emphasizes the external 
factor, but of opportunity and affinity. 

This is causation in quite a different 
sense, or it is the operation of convenience 
rather than compulsion. The man can 
act or not. He may be exceedingly apt 
to act but still he may not do so, and the 
great power of astrology is its illumination 
of this sort of a relationship between an 
individual and those types of expression 
which are possible and profitable in his own 
particular case. Nothing here alters the 
nature of the astrological significators in 
any respect, but rather effects a clarifica- 
tion of the basic ideas in respect to them. 
The result is that an individual may be 
helped by astrology to accomplish his own 
desires rather than perhaps be persuaded 
to submit to conditions which are not pleas- 
ing to him, or conducive to his welfare in 
any fashion. 

Dr. Langmuir gives an interesting illus- 
tration of this factor of potentiality, as dis- 
tinct from compulsion in the very type 
of phenomena used to build up the doctrines 
of classical physics, although not inter- 
preting it at all in this particular frame of 
reference. Glycerine is commonly known 
as a viscous liquid, even at low tempera- 
tures. Yet if crystals are once formed 
they melt only at 64°F. If a minute 
crystal of glycerine is introduced into pure 
liquid at temperatures below 64°, the entire 
mass gradually becomes solid. With these 
facts in view, he put several small bottles 
of glycerine outdoors during a whole winter 
in Schenectady, and also kept the lower 
ends of test tubes containing glycerine in 
liquid air for days. In no case did crystals 
form. Meanwhile, in Canada, a glycerine 
refinery had operated for many years with- 
out ever having experience with crystals. 
Suddenly, in a winter without exceptionally 
low temperatures, the pipes carrying gly- 
cerine froze up. The whole plant, even 
the dust on the ground, became contami- 
nated with nuclei of glycerine crystals. Any 
part of the refinery could be freed tempo- 
rarily from crystals by heating it above 64° 
but, whenever the temperature fell below 
that point, the crystals began to form.

The Milky Way—Our Own Universe 


\ \ E who are concerned primarily with 


the planets, moon, and sun, are apt to be 
amazed at the extent of the space, and at 
the number and size of objects, that lie 
beyond the solar system. The Milky Way 
—also known as the Galaxy or the galactic 
system—is our own universe, that is, in the 
modern use of the term universe. Years 
ago, one thought of the “universe” as en- 
compassing all there was in existence; but 
the word seems to have taken on another 
meaning. Other great systems of stars like 
the Milky Way are called universes, too. 
Such are the island universes or spiral 
nebulae which are outside and far beyond 
the Milky Way. From their location they 
are known also as extra-galactic nebulae. 

In the sky we always see two large 
groups of objects: the constellations or 
Star groups, and the Milky Way, which is 
a background of stars. The Milk Way is 
a broad belt of faintly luminous haze. It 
encircles the heavens roughly in a great 
circle. On dark nights with clear sky but 
no moon, and observed away from the city 
areas, it stands out strikingly as a dull 
silvery mass against the black sky. For 
northern observers the most impressive 
region is from the constellation Cygnus to 
Sagittarius and Scorpius, the area being 
visible in the summer evenings. 

In the northern heavens the middle of 
the Milky Way belt goes within about 35° 
of the north celestial pole, passes through 
Cassiopeia, Perseus, Auriga, Taurus, Gem- 
ini, and Orion, going southeast. It crosses 
the ecliptic near the summer solstice point 
at a steep angle. It crosses the equator in 
the constellation Monoceros, the Unicorn. 
Continuing southeast, it eventually goes 
over Crux (The Southern Cross), passing 
within 20° of the south celestial pole, in 
the constellation Musca. It splits into 
two branches, one going northeast thru Ara, 
Sagittarius, Scutum, Aquila, and Sagitta 
to Cygnus, where it joins the other part. 
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What we see—the faint light of the 
Milky Way—is caused by the presence of — 
myriads of stars that are individually too | 
small to be seen but whose aggregate illy § 
mination appears as the large cloud-like\” 
galactic band.

More phenome 
nal yet are certain particularly dark holes, 
the coal sacks. One of these is near the 
Southern Cross, invisible from northern 
latitudes. In these jet-black regions the 
sky appears to be almost devoid of stars, 
Another coal sack is in Cygnus, one of the 
finest constellations for northern observers. 
Once the coal sacks were believed to be 
holes in the starry heavens, tunnels from 
the sky reaching to the earth. Now they 
are known to be examples of dark nebulae, 
which effect total obnubilation of the stats 
beyond, just as an ordinary cloud in the 
earth’s atmosphere passes over a group of 
stars and hides them from view. 

Sir William Herschel was the first im 
vestigator to make a careful study of our 
galaxy. Such research is concerned with 
stellar statistics, involving the counting and 
arrangement of stars. Herschel concluded 
that the stars were arranged in the shape 
of a flattened disc, somewhat like a mill 
stone or a thin watch. He believed the sub 
was located near the center of the flat sys 
tem. .In this latter point he was wrong, 
although his general idea was correct: the 
sun and earth—the entire solar system— 
are really a part of the Milky Way. This | 
is our universe in space. It is an enormous | 
disc of matter—of separate bodies, some = 
opaque, many self-luminous. 

Observing the Milky Way with the tele 
scope, we find great variety in the galae

all is the Great Star Cloud in Sagittarius. 
It is interesting to examine it with high- 
power binoculars, and to explore the Milky 
Way regions of Scorpius, Scutum, and 


Aquila. Special objects are marked on a 
star atlas, so that the observer can identify 
one after another of them in the sky. 
There are star clouds, nebulae, star clusters, 
rifts and black lanes, double and multiple 
stars, variable stars, colored stars, novae. 
In the Sagittarius area, the stars are more 
concentrated than elsewhere—the stars 
are in greater numbers per square degree. 

The stars of the Milky Way are not 
distributed uniformly. Local star clouds 
make up the largest units. The Great Star 
Cloud in Scutum, Barnard called the gem 
of the Milky Way. Then there are the 
stars themselves, a prodigious number, 
likely 100,000,000,000 of them. Another 
type of object found in the Milk Way is 
the nebulae. A typical nebula found here 
isa vast, greenish cloud of light, which can 
never be separated into stars, no matter 
how powerful the telescope, because the 
nebula is mostly composed of gases and 
dust. An example is the Great Nebula in 


S. Plaskett’s The 
Orion. This is one of the grandest spec- 
tacles in the telescope. Another nebula 
of this diffuse type is the spectacular 
Horse-head Nebula in the same constella- 
tion. 

The presence of the dark lanes in the 
Milky Way is an impressive feature. They 
are much like dark clouds seen against a 
lighter starry background. The coal sacks 
are the most striking. The one near the 
Southern Cross is a naked-eye object. 
About 200 dark rifts have been cataloged 
by Barnard. They are dark nebulae, not 
“holes” in the stellar masses. These opaque 
clouds, often appearing in proximity to the 
luminous nebulae, are likely composed of 
dust particles, hence the opacity. Even 
the great rift in the constellation Aquila 
is due, singularly enough, not to the ab- 
sence of stars, but to an immense cloud of 
obscuring matter. 

Both fine dust and gaseous material are 
in abundance in the Milky Way regions. 
Much of the matter is diffuse, but we know 
it exists. The faint light from indiscrimi- 
nately scattered distant island universes is 
absorbed completely, along the galactic 
plane, so that such objects do not appear

here at all over a width of several degrees. 
Their absence cannot be otherwise ac- 
counted for, as they ought to appear in 
the background, being beyond the Galaxy. 

Another important feature-of the Galaxy 
is the star clusters. The open clusters are 
visible to the unaided eye; for example, the 
Pleiades and the Hyades clusters in Tau- 
rus. Praesepe, the Beehive cluster in Can- 
cer, is another. A magnificent sight in a 
field-glass is the double cluster in Perseus. 
It looks like scattered diamond-dust. The 
stars in such a cluster are actually near 
together, comparatively, not just along the 
same line of vision from us. But if the 
stars of an open cluster do form a family 
among themselves, they ought to be moving 
together in space in parallel paths. Aad 
this they do; so they are known as moving 


clusters. 
The globular star clusters are another 
important feature connected with the 


galaxy. Such a cluster exhibits a round 
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shape containing many thousands of s 
seemingly packed together closely, espe-” 
cially toward the center. It is an effect of” 
distance: actually they are separated from 
each other. The brightest is 
Centauri, belonging to the southern skies, 4 
Another, nearly as fine, and obecrvabie ll 
from northern latitudes, is the Great Star 
Cluster in Hercules. In the Hercules 
cluster there are probably 1,000,000 stars! 
Such clusters are large affairs, with diame- 
ters of several hundreds of light years, a 
light-year being the unit of distance, not of 
time, and equal to 5,880,000,000,000 miles. 
Only about 100 or so of the globular 
clusters are known. 

Let us get a picture of the Milky Way 
as it is in space. It is a wonder that 
astronomers have found out as much as 
they have about the Milky Way. We are 
in a poor position for observing our uni- 
verse—rather near the rim, and in a region 
so filled with dust and interstellar material 
that our vision is impeded in all directions 
along the galactic plane. We cannot see 
far enough in certain directions to get a 
proper understanding of galactic details, 

Nevertheless, looking out at the night 


























sky, first we see the constellations, which 
appear to form a background on the 





celestial dome. This is true in a general 
sense, but for the present purpose, the 
bright star-groups are actually in the fore- 
ground, that is, with regard to the Galaxy 
as a whole. The next large feature easily 
visible is the band of the Milky Way itself. 
The latter is really a background of stars 
so remote as to be seen only as a com 
glomeration of points of light, a vast cloud 
of faint luminescence. Aside from the 
planets and other solar-system bodies in 
the near foreground, that is all we see with- 
out optical aid. In the middle distance, 
between the bright stars of a constellation 
and the faint galactic clouds, are countless 
millions of stars not visible except in a 
telescope. Those stars are so far away 
that they cannot be seen as separate points, 
and they are not numerous enough to ap 
pear as a continuous cloud of light. 

The Milky Way system of stars is a vast 
wheel-shaped mass, approximately circular 
in outline. The dimensions are inconceiv- 



















able. The diameter of this universe has 
been estimated variously by different © 
astronomers interested in galactic te” 





search. The present consensus of opinion — 
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that the diameter is of the order of 
00,000 light-years, or 588 quadrillion 
miles. At the center the thickness is great- 
est; here there is a great spheroidal en- 
largement, making it of the order of 16,000 
light-years or more in depth. Over most 
of the flattened disc the thickness is about 
3000 to 4000 light-years. Although the 
majority of stars are included in this pic- 
ture, there is a scattering of stars on each 
side of the disc, besides which the globular 
star clusters extend in rather a spherical 
distribution on either side of the plane of 
the Galaxy. 

Astronomers have located the solar sys- 
tem and ourselves in the Milky Way. The 
sun is about two-thirds out from the center 
toward the rim of the huge structure. This 
center is hidden from our view, behind the 
star clouds in Sagittarius, and we are about 
30,000 light-years distant from the center. 

This Milky Way galaxy is only one 
large separate unit in space, or in the 
greater universe. Far beyond the Milky 
Way are countless other galaxies, the spiral 
nebulae. They are the island universes, 
so-called, and are often spoken of as “star 
tities.” Both appellations are appropriate: 
they are universes in themselves, existing 
separately as islands, as it were, in an 
immense ocean of space. And too they 
appear like cities. At a distance one gets 
first the faint glow from the myriads of 
faint lights but too far away to be sepa- 
rately perceived. And with a closer view, 
with a telescope of greater power, the indi- 
vidual elements—stars—begin to be re- 
solved or shown as points of light. 

As far as we know, the Milky Way is 
probably like many other galaxies. It does 
seem to be a giant among them, however. 
As an example of an outside stellar uni- 
verse comparable to ours, take the Great 
Nebula in Andromeda. It is a striking 
object. We see it in perspective, with its 
plane tilted at an angle to our line of sight. 
It is somewhat smaller than our galaxy, 
probably two-thirds the size. A study of 
photographs of the Great Nebula brings 
out the similarity of structure of the two 
galaxies. Each has stars and star clouds, 
febulae, both bright and dark, cepheid 
and other variable stars, giant and super- 
giant stars, novae (new stars), and star 
dusters. No objects are found in either

system that are not likewise found in the 
other, except possibly a super-nova or two. 

The structure of the Milky Way is thus 
found to be complex. However, it exists 
as a separate unit dynamically. It is a 
great wheel in space, turning at a terrific 
rate as to miles per hour. At a distance 
away from the center at which the solar 
system is placed, the rotational velocity is 
about 170 miles per second—10,000 times 
the speed of an express train. At this rate, 
it takes about 220,000,000 years for a com- 
plete revolution. Inasmuch as the earth’s 
age is between 2,000,000,000 and 3,000.- 
000,000 years, one can see that nine or ten 
revolutions have taken place since the be- 
ginning of early geological history. 

The fast rotation of the galaxy has a 
decided effect upon its shape. Indeed the 
Milky Way is flattened because of rotation. 
The solar system too is shaped like a thin

because the planets are revolving around 
the sun. 
revolution, they would immediately fall in- 
to the sun. In a certain sense, the inner 
planets have td move fastest, for the sun’s 
pull here is strongest. So with the Galaxy, 
it is the motion of revolution of the stars 
around the center, that keeps them from 
falling in toward the center where the pull 
of gravitation is the strongest. Neither the 
solar system nor the Galaxy rotates like a 
solid wheel, where the angular velocity is 
the same for the inner and the outer parts, 
But in both cases, the inner planets (or the 
inner stars) revolve faster than the outer 
ones; planets or stars on the outer rim are 
the most sluggish of all. 

There is one difference here between the 
solar system and the Milky Way: it is 
highly unlikely that there is a central sun 
at the center of the great wheel of the 
Galaxy. It is probable that the stars hold 
each other together by their own pulls of 
gravitation. It is like the situation of a 
double star whose two components revolve 
around each other; there is no single cen- 
tral mass. 

Thus, to review some of the many mo 
tions of the earth, we have the revolution 
of the earth around the sun; next the mo- 
tion of the sun and entire solar system, at 
a speed of 12.2 miles a second, with refer- 
ence to a few thousands of stars in our 
neighborhood in the Galaxy—toward the 
constellation Hercules. (Most stars are 
moving in some direction or other. It is 
not easy to say just why.) And then there 
is the fast galactic motion of the whole 
solar system around the galactic center, to- 
ward the constellation Cygnus. 

As the earth and other planets are units 
of the solar system, so the sun and many 
billions of other stars are units of the 
galactic system, whose “framework” is 
formed by the great star clouds of the 
Galaxy. Nor does the cosmos end here, 
for the Milky Way is only a unit ina 


greater system, the metagalactic system, the ~ 


other visible members of the latter being 


the extra-galactic nebulae, otherwise known — 
as the spiral nebulae, island universes, or 


exterior galaxies.

The Technique of Phase-Analysis 


Part IV 


RS is an analysis of the en- 
tire “planetary pattern,” this pattern being 
studied from the point of view of every 
planet in turn. The principles underlying 
this study are based on the cyclic pattern 
provided by the lunation (cycle of relation- 
ship of the Moon to the Sun). _ In the pre- 
ceding studies reasons have been given for 
the use of an eightfold division of the zodiac 
instead of the familiar twelvefold pattern 
of the astrological Houses; also for placing 
the “positive” planet at the top of the eight- 
spoked wheel. In the present article the 
Sun is taken as the “positive” planet, that 
is, as the relatively permanent, constant 
and fixed factor. All other planets are con- 
sidered as “negative;” that is, they are 
studied in reference to the Sun, and as 
distributing, exteriorizing, making ready for 
use and rationing the energy or quality 
which the Sun represents in the birth-chart 
of the organism under discussion. 

The Sun symbolizes the basic vitality fac- 
tor, the factor of life-sustainment. It is 
the capacity for experience which is found 
in every organic whole; the ability in the 
organism as a whole to keep a sense of 
identity at the core of every experience 
and in every type of operations or func- 
tions which life demands. The Sun is 
therefore that on the basis of which the 
organism is able to meet the challenge of 
internal or external living. It is the 
“fuel” on which the “engine” of the total 
personality (body and psyche) operates; 
the fuel which conditions the basic 
thythm of operation of the personality. 
This “basic rhythm” is essentially what has 
often been called the “will.” It is also

“selfhood,” provided the term is used at 
every level and in a realistic manner—and 
not as an idealistic or transcendent factor of 
being. To be a self is to be able to experi- 
ence as an organic whole and with a sense of 
relatively constant and permanent identity; 
and this ability depends upon the existence 
of a “unified field” of organic operation. 

In the solar system the Sun is the proof 
of the existence of such a unified field, and 
the core of it. In an astrological birthchart 
the Sun is the mark of the potentiality of 
selfhood; the total pattern of its relation- 
ships to all the planets indicates how what is 
potential can and may become actual. It 
may become fully actualized; and again 
it may become actual only to a degree. 
Astrology cannot, of itself alone, tell the 
degree of actualization of the potential- 
ities of selfhood which the Sun’s position 
symbolizes. But it cam reveal the man- 
ner of actualization, if there is such an 
actualization—and there is always some 
degree of actualization of selfhood at some 
level—be it only at the purely biological 
level. 

The zodiacal Sign and degree of the natal 
Sun reveal the nature of the basic poten- 
tiality. In a sense, nothing that is not con- 
tained in potency in this solar indication can 
ever develop in actuality and in concrete 
organic experience. But unless we do un- 
derstand the meaning of all the planets’ 
positions in relation to the Sun, the solar 
indication of itself alone will be devoid of 
really vital meaning. We must therefore 
study the characteristics of the particular 
type of power which is generated by the 
relationship of the Sun to each planet. 
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| Sun to Moon relationship: The Moon 
is, as we have already seen, the very symbol 
of the fact that all organic life is constantly 
changing, that every organic activity has an 
ebb and flow, that every emphasis in one 
direction is compensated for by a subse- 
quent emphasis in the opposite direction. 
The Moon is half of the time inside 
of the Earth’s orbit, the other half of 
the time outside of it. It is therefore 
the dynamic, kinetic expression of sen- 
sitiveness to the totality of life-processes. 
This “sensitiveness” is the substance of 
what we call “the feelings’ —and in a more 
evanescent sense, the “‘moods’”—of a per- 
son. But it is more than this, for it repre- 
sents also the characteristic way in which a 
person faces the constant need there is to 
adjust the inner life to the outer world, 
and also to imagine the outer world so as 
to make it conform to the inner need. Thus 
the Moon deals with the factors of 1) per- 
sonal adjustment to outer conditions—2) 
imagination, fantasy and all the compen- 
satory subconscious process. 

The nature of the Sun-to-Moon relation- 
ship (that is, essentially, the zodiacal dis- 
tance between them—plus the nature of 
their respective zodiacal Signs) determines 
therefore the manner in which a person will 
be sensitive to life-processes and the basic 
type of feelings, of imaginings, of organic 
adjustments which the person will use in 
order to express his or her vitality and self- 
hood in meeting the problems caused by 
the universal and constant flux of the inner 


and outer experiences. 
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The method of interpretation of the Sun- 
to-Moon relationship is based on the cyclic 
formula which was given in the preceding 
article with reference to the lunation. In this 
table the entire cycle of the angular rela- 
tionships between any two planets was di- 
vided into eight periods, each starting with 
a particular “phase.” This gives us a pat- 
tern for phase-analysis easily applicable to 
the birth-chart of an individual—or of a 
national organism. As illustrations of the 
technique I shall give the charts of the 
United States and of Benito Mussolini. 
These charts are re-drawn according to the 
eight-fold pattern of phase-analysis and 
they are charts for the study of the solar 
factor. 

Every indication to be derived from them 
is strictly with reference to the Sun and to 
what the Sun represents. 

We begin with considering the Sun-to- 
Moon relationship, and we find the Moon 
located in the fifth sector—between the 
Full Moon and the Last Quarter phases. 
This is the phase which I interpreted 
as follows: “Demonstration in conscious- 
ness. Carrying out of the vision. In- 
creased awareness of objective participa- 
tion in a greater whole. Mounting sense 
of responsibility, or of defeat. Self-loss in 
big issues. Fanaticism.” The interpreta- 
tion covers negative as well as positive pos- 
sibilities, and anyone who has studied and 
understood the way in which our nation as 
a whole reacts to internal and external 
social-political changes should admit the 
fitness of the characterization. The Moon 
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in the chart of a collective organism (na- 
tion or any relatively permanent group) 
represents the feelings of the collectivity of 
its members or “cells.” It indicates the 
manner in which the collectivity as a whole 
adjusts itself to change and to the challenge 
of experience, or, failing to get adjusted, 
imagines beautiful escapes, loses itself in 
fantasy, day-dreaming, idealism. In Mus- 
solini’s chart the Moon is in the sector de- 
fined as follows: “Crisis in consciousness. 
Repolarization. Revision of values and 
reconsideration of conscious motives. Open- 
ness to the Collective Unconscious. Disin- 
tegration from a sense of frustration. 
Introversion. Focusing on the future.” 
Mussolini is essentially a neurotic with a 
poignant social sense of inferiority who, 
after facing a crisis in consciousness, suc- 
ceeded in repolarizing his psychic sensitive- 
ness by identifying himself with the great 
Image of Caesarism, deeply imprinted in 
the Collective Unconscious of his race. 

Sun to Mars relationship: With this 
relationship we are studying the manner in 
which the mobilization and actual release of 
solar energy operates, the individual’s way 
of going out toward the world in his eager- 
ness for self-expression. 

Mussolini’s Mars is close to his Moon in 
the sector of crisis in consciousness; it leads 
the four other planets bunched in this sector 
toward the eighth sector of “sowing of seed” 
or “disintegration.” The Italian originator 
of the world-wide movement of reaction 
known as Fascism released his potential of 
selfhood (Sun) through a crisis. He was 
the man of a crisis, and his power of action 
disintegrated as the crisis reached a new 
phase. 

In the United States chart Mars is in the 
last sector, which is characterized thus: 
“Sowing of Seed as a result of discour- 
agement mastered and transmutation of 
values; or disintegration of the products of 
the relationship. Loss of memory and indif- 
ference. Kinetic exhaustion or expectancy.” 
This nation’s power to act has been condi- 
tioned by the European past, but it is rich 
with the eagerness of new departures. It is 
looking futureward as a sower of seed looks 
futureward; but it does not quite emerge as 
yet as the power to build the actual future. 

Sun to Venus relationship: Mars is the 
factor of going out into experience. Venus 
is the return from experience with some 
kind of a harvest—be it through fulfilment 


or through frustration. It represents the 
mechanism of transformation of raw data 
of experience into meaning—that is, into a . 
basis for mental evaluation and emotional 
response. Venus in the birth-charts of both 
Mussolini and the United States is in the 
last sector of the charts; but we must add 
at once that Venus can never be farther 
than 48 degrees from the Sun, thus it can 
never be much farther than the entrance of 
the second sector or the very end of the 
seventh sector. In the eighth sector, Venus 
stresses the in-gathering of data from ex- 
perience; in the first sector, the creative 
formulation of new meanings. In the first 
case, potentiality is greater than actuality. 
Action does not come up to ideals. Lincoln 
had his Venus at the very cusp of the second 
sector stressing the will to force into outer 
realization the meaning understood and the 
vision beheld. 

Sun to Mercury relationship: Mercury 
represents the ability to learn from experi- 
ence, to connect and generalize the results 
of experience and to pervade the entire 
organism with the meaning realized and the 
concepts recognized as valid. It distributes 
the solar potential through the nervous sys- 
tem and through all the lines of connection 
linking the parts of the organic whole. Mer- 
cury is either in the first or in the eighth 
sector, no farther than 28 degrees from the 
Sun. In the first sector, it stresses a more 
personal approach to ideas and to the mat- 
ter of learning from experience, This is the 
case in the United States’ chart. 

When Mercury is in the eighth sector the 
mind and the nervous system are operating 
more theoretically and impersonally. A seed 
is being built. Ideas are being approached 
more dispassionately and objectively in 
terms of pure value. In Mussolini’s chart, 
Mercury is “scorched” by the Sun. The 
power of ideation is overwhelmed by the 
will to be a powerful organism. 

Sun to Jupiter relationship: Jupiter is 
the manager of the vital energy and of the 
selfhood of the organism. It serves to in- 
tegrate immediate experience in larger pat- 
terns of reality—social or spiritual. In the 
United States’ chart Jupiter is close to the 
Sun in the eighth sector. This is the sector 
of “sowing of seed”—and the “manager 
type” of human being is finding its most 
typical manifestation in the test-tube condi- 
tion provided by American life and by the 
virgin potentialities of our continent. 
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Sun to Saturn relationship: This rela- 
tionship indicates the manner in which the 
i results of experience become consolidated 
and crystallized into a definite pattern of 
selfhood. It is crucial in the United States 
chart as Saturn squares the Sun—a “First 
Quarter phase” relationship. This means 
that the selfhood of the United States be- 
comes normally consolidated and exterior- 
ized through “crises in action”—a fact 
which history reveals. During these crises, 
positive action leads to the production of 
“creative power,” which builds our national 
life in depth and structural strength. In 
Mussolini’s chart the ego is shown to grow 
through “crises in consciousness” in close 
relationship to the feeling-experience 
(Moon). 

Sun to Uranus relationship: This shows 
the way in which freedom from environ- 
ment and from ego-crystallization can be 
obtained; also the response to new vistas of 
experience and the welling up of new evolu- 
tionary powers in mankind. In the United 
States’ chart Uranus is in the eighth sector, 
revealing an urge toward new seed-develop- 
ments and the breaking down of ancestral 
limitations. In Mussolini’s chart Uranus 
has an isolated focal position at the cusp of 
the second sector. This means personal 
“expansion” and the “impulsive forcing of 
issues; mounting tensions and an extreme 
of spontaneous release of emotion.” 

Sun to Neptune relationship: This re- 
veals the individual’s responsibility to 
society and to larger aspects of reality—and 
also at times the kind of sacrifice of vitality 
and selfhood to greater purposes demanded 
of the individual. In the United States’ 
chart Neptune is in the sector of expansion 
and impulsive forcing of issue. ‘“Respon- 
sibility” here is to be understood with refer- 
ence to humanity at large, or to down- 
trodden races. It points to the crusading 
instinct strong in many American groups. 

Sun to Pluto relationship: Here we wit- 
ness the possibility of self-renewal through 
actual participation in larger patterns or 
wholes of experience. The United States’ 
chart reveals the capacity to effect such a 
self-renewal in a concrete, objective man- 
ner, and to repudiate clearly the past. It 
shows the capacity for vision and for lucid 
consciousness wherever the most fundamen- 

tal issues of “organization are at stake. It 
shows also perhaps inner guidance or atune- 


ment to a great evolutionary purpose. In | 
Mussolini’s chart there is no clarity in self. ~ 
renewal, or else much reliance upon security 
and rigidity as a means to deal basically 
with crises in consciousness. 

Sun to Moon Nodes relationship: The 
Moon’s Nodal axis in relation to the Sun 
symbolizes the action of the anabolic or 
tissue-building forces (North Node) and 
that of the catabolic or tissue-disintegrating 
forces (South Node). It reveals some of 
the deeper aspects of health—both physio- 
logical and psychological. The building of 
new tissues and new values in the American 
life depends mostly on personal vitality and 
subjective impulses (North Node in first 
sector); in Mussolini’s chart, constructive 
vital functioning depends on meeting 
squarely actional crises (North Node on 
cusp of third sector)—he becomes ill when 
he deliberates too much.

Everything had to be shut down for months 
until the outdoor temperatures rose above 
64°, 

Here was a case of wholly unpredictable 
action, unless some notion be developed 
to account for the contact with crystals 
persuading the liquid to crystallize. It isa 
perfect example, in an exceptionally simple 
context, of the margin for free act. Classical 
physics closed its eyes to this sort of poten- 
tiality, and fatalistic astrology has sought 
to be blind to it in equal degree. Astrology 
and science have much in common, when 
it comes to the development of means for 
estimating the probabilities in phenomena, 
but astrology defeats itself and is unable 
to meet scientific criticism whenever it in- 
sists upon leaning back on a type of aca- 
demic theorizing which is discarded by 
science or if it persists in a way of thinking 
about its own mechanisms which run 
counter to the whole legal tradition (as 
emphasized in the prior article), and to the 
humanist faith in human free potentials 
which is at the foundation of all democracy, 
as well as increasingly characteristic of the 
best philosophical and scientific analysis 
in the intellectual life of the day.

MERCURY IN GEMINI—PERCEPTION 


i. Gemini, Mercury proposes a First 
and a Fourth House influence, and 
these two divisions of the Circle being in 
square to one another, the mind (Aries) 
dominates over the emotions (Fourth: 
Cancer), at times so much so as to utterly 
nullify the influence of the latter. 

Mercury in Gemini bespeaks a mind 
that is extremely perceptive, shrewd, scien- 
tifically inclined, inventive, plausible, pre- 
cise, amiable and very changeable indeed; 
the mechanical sort of mind that ticks like 
a watch, figuratively speaking; the sort 
of mentality which, albeit extremely lucid, 
is intellectually rather than intuitively 
apperceptive. 

Mercury in Gemini quickly perceives 
any object presented to it, though it by 
no means apprehends all of the difficulties 
connected therewith any more than it is 
apt to grasp the many details involved in 
the matter under consideration. For which 
reason it is swift and direct in its percep- 
tions, skimming like a very swallow over 
the lake of thought, and, though its logical 
deductions are well nigh perfect, due to 
this type of mind’s tendency toward fluent 
generalizations, these people are but too 
apt to overlook any number of primary 
considerations dependent upon their prem- 
ises. 

P. T. Barnum, probably the greatest 
promoter of whom history has any record, 
well illustrated the flighty, inventive, get- 
there-at-any-cost side of the Geminian 
Mercury. Upon the other hand, R. W. 
Emerson portrayed its purely intellectual 
character. 


A common fault of those born with 
Mercury in Gemini is that they stick en- 
tirely too many irons in the fire at one 
and the same time, often successively 
withdrawing all of them before they have 
a chance to become heated. ‘Thus the 
Geminian Mercury inclines its subjects to 
embrace two or more occupations or stud- 
ies at the same time, with the inevitable 
result that what they gain in versatility 
they lose in mastery, jumping from one 
to the other before their mind has taken 
hold of the intricacies of either. 

In fine, it is the type of mind that fits 
one for success in the field of journalism, 
law, salesmanship, business promotion, in 
fact, any occupation where the speedy 
mental grasp of a problem is a requisite. 
This being the case, it will readily be 
appreciated that of themselves facts mean 
but little to this type of mind, occupied 
as it is with relative values or things as 
they appear to be in relation one to 
another. © 

In Gemini Mercury portrays the ver- 
satile schemer who is never at a loss for 
expedients to assure the successful out- 
come of his undertakings, the mental at- 
titude sometimes being that the end either 
justifies the means or excuses them. And 
so that which the mind displays in the 
facility of its grasp it may lack in steady 
application, in determination and in per- 
severance, unless, as I have pointed out 
elsewhere, Mercury receives the closely 
favoring glance of Saturn, though prefer- 
ably his sextile rather than his trine aspect. 
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In fact, the more favorable the aspects 
it receives from the heavier planetary 
bodies-from Mars outwards, the deeper 
and consequently the more penetrating 
the mind will be. R. W. Emerson, one of 
the outstanding philosophers of modern 
times, is a notable exception to this rule, 
however, but in His case Mercury was 
posited in the very middle of the Eighth 
House and consequently in the Scorpionic 
division of the axial rotation of the Earth 
at his birth, which gave to Mercury that 
depth of perception it would otherwise not 
have enjoyed. Moreover his Saturn was 
posited in the very degree of Mercury’s 
exaltation, the fifteenth degree of Virgo, 
and, being posited in the Tenth, was in 
his own House to boot. And so what was 
lost in one direction was amply made up 
for in another. Moreover, Mercury en- 
joyed the very close sextile of an Aries 
Venus, the latter planet being posited in 
the Virgo division (Sixth House) of his 
Nativity. These were rather exceptional 
configurations, and being such, they por- 
trayed an exceptional mental equipment. 


Upon the other hand, Dante Alighieri, the — 
author of the immortal Divina Comedia — 
and undoubtedly an adept of the very first 
water, had Mercury im Gemini conjunct 
his Ascendant at birth, his Nativity illus- 
trating the aspectual results within the 
gift of the higher hierarchy of heaven in 
that Mercury was exactly sextiled by Nep- 
tune from the Third House (Mind), there 
being almost a mutual reception between 
them. Moreover, Mercury was conjunct 
the Sun, the latter being exactly midway 
between an almost exact sextile of Uranus 
to Venus, was-trine the Moon and in a 
loose conjunction with Saturn rising, the 
latter being within one degree of a per- 
fect sextile to Mars on the very cusp of 
the Third House. In fine, Dante had the 
mind of a true seer, a most unusual thing 
in Nature. As between these two men 
there can be no question as to which had 
the deeper mind. 

Mercury in Gemini predisposes one to 
travel and to frequent changes of environ- 
ment and attitude, the former influencing

Realization 


Aquarius: The Energy of Liberation 
The energy of Aquarius, the eleventh 
sign of the Zodiac, was symbolized by the 
ancients as Canopus, the “Water-carrier” 
pictured on early zodiacs as a Jar with 
many holes which poured forth the 
“Waters of Life,” or the Living Waters. 

Of the Four “Creatures” of Ezekiel’s 
vision—the Bull of Taurus; the Lion of 
Leo; the Eagle of Scorpio; and the Angel 
of Aquarius—this eleventh sign of the 
“Angle” or Man was that of the Creature 
or “Animal” having passed through the 
Four Stages; the four great Expansions 
of Consciousness symbolized by the Four 
Elements—to the Attainment of Freedom— 
freedom from the restricting bonds of Mat- 
ter. The Man-to-Be of Capricorn, having 
climbed the Saturnian Mountain and at- 
tained Manhood, is freed from the re- 
stricting bondage of Earth—or in¢arna- 
tion (incarceration) in Form. 

The keynote of this sign is: The Flame 
bursts its restricting bonds in pride of 
Attainment, 

According to the Greek philosophers, 
Aquarius is the Dominion of Juno, whose 
symbol was the Peacock: exoterically the 
energy of vanity and pride; esoterically the 
bird (vehicle of Mind) of the hundred- 
eyed Wisdom and Initiation, identical with 
the Hindu Phoenix. The eyes on the 
spread tail signified contact with the Stars 
of cosmic Space. 

Procius, the most able interpreter of 
Plato, says that this energy deified as Juno 


_ “is the source of the procreation of the 


soul:” that which “gives animation to the 
Universe.” It is the “feminine” or cosmic 
vivific aspect of Mind, the centrifugal 
Force of which Vesta (the Dominion in- 
fluence of Capricorn) is the centripetal 
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polarity. Vesta draws inward and centres 
all things with the Self, within form; while 
Juno dispels all things outward releasing 
the Soul from form, 

As the energy which releases Man from 
Earth—after the Attainment of the Heights 
under Capricorn—it is therefore that 
which opens the Consciousness to the vistas 
of “far-off” worlds of other dimensions of 
Realization. It is the energy of Flight, of 
Freedom, of Perspective—the three words 
which qualify the incoming Aquarian Age: 
Flight, i. e. Aviation and all communication 
by Air, Radio, Telepathy, etc.; Freedom, 
the keynote of the present world conflict, 
which is freedom from slavery in all its 
various analogies; and Perspective, the 
viewing of all world problems from the 
larger or “impersonal” aspect of inter- 
nationalism rather than nationalism. Re- 
garding all things in their wholeness, it is 
the energy of the masses or collective 
humanity, rather than that of the individual 
—the energy peculiar to Capricorn which 
views the collective through its individual 
parts. In contrast, therefore, the sign of 
Capricorn is significant of individual ex- 
perience and growth, the “personal” ele- 
ment; while that of Aquarius is the ex- 
perience and growth of the mass, or the 
“impersonal” element. 

Ruling the New Age, the sign Aquarius 
is not only that of the now dawning Future 
of the present incoming cycle—it is the 
energy which ever unfolds the Future in 
every great Age or Cycle; that which 
precipitates change to free man from the 
outworn Past. 

Psychologically, this energy focuses the 
interests in humanitarian pursuits, giving 
an impersonal yet friendly ease in the 
most varied surroundings. The nature is 
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extremely adaptable and synthesizing in 


“viewpoint due to the unconscious reaction 


to wholeness rather than part. Usually 
tolerant, sensitive and intuitively under- 
Standing of the problems of others, the 
Aquarian of the more positive type can be 
easily aroused to sudden aggressive action 
in defense of those suffering from any in- 
justice or cruelty. Intensely impersonal, 
there is difficulty in taking into account the 
weaknesses of the petty and personal. 
Focused on the higher abstract planes of 
thought, there is apt to be impatience with 
the purely materialistic interests and ob- 
jectives. 

The activities are usually diffused, due 
to the interest being stimulated by the 
various apparently conflicting aspects of 
any given subject upon which they are 
focused. This synthesizing ability of see- 
ing relationships in the hitherto unrelated 
tends to keep the radius of activity con- 
tinuously expanding, making specializa- 
tion and prolonged fixed interest in any 
one thing an impossibility. The paradox 
to this characteristic is the intense fixity of 
mind, with which any fundamental prin- 
ciple or belief is retained. 

Independent and freedom loving to an 
inordinate degree, the Aquarian will yet 
be autocratic and extremely positive where 
the viewpoints are concerned. Desiring 
above all the freedom of thought and ac- 
tivity necessary for the unfoldment of uni- 
versal inter-relationship and a mode of life 
based on the truly democratic principle of 
government of the people, by the people, 
for the people, they are yet apt to dictate 
the exact method by which this should be 
accomplished: the vanity aspect of the 
negative response to this energy. 

The mind being of an abstract, casual 
or penetrating quality, there is marked in- 
terest in such subjects as higher science, 
philosophy, cosmology and astrology— 
with their various analogies; such subjects 
are so much a part of their inner being that 
extensive research and investigation is 
usually neglected. Intuitive and sensitive 
to vibration and hence inter-communica- 
tion, there is a natural response to all lines 
of radio-activity—from mental telepathy 
to radio-therapy, etc. Aviation is looked 
upon as the normal means of locomotion. 

Characteristically open and responsive, 
the negative Aquarian is too easily influ- 


enced by all and sundry and often ends by 
becoming but a sounding box for others 
in their attempt to be “all things to all — 


men.” Misapplying and misconstruing the © 


humanitarian viewpoint for radicalism, 
these types are often found as the claque 
in the various ism groups, both political 
and philosophic. These negative Aquarians’ 
perverted ideas of freedom lead to a lack 
of all sense of responsibility, discretion, 
respect or discrimination—all qualities pe- 
culiar to the higher development of the 
positive Aquarian.

the latter to a notable extent. It inclines 
one toward the investigation of new ideas 
and to be largely uninfluenced by prejudice, 
this almost entire absence of prejudice 
being such a gift as almost no other 
Mercurean Sign-position can boast of. Not 
but that many of these people display 
various prejudices, the same as all of us, 
since to claim otherwise would be a mani- 
fest untruth. However, such prejudices as 
are displayed are due to the aspects of 
the impinging bodies and not to the essen- 
tial quality of Mercury when tenanting 
this sign. 

Finally, when posited in this double- 
bodied asterism, Mercury is somewhat 
lacking, I won’t say in feeling, but in 
purely emotional reaction, since here it 
favors the purely analytical-intellectual 
powers of the mind. Naturally these peo- 
ple run the danger of over-developing their 
mentality at the expense of their remain- 
ing bodily equipment, their natural rest- 
lessness and their more or less constant 
anxiety frequently culminating in a ner- 
vous breakdown in many instances. A 
beneficent aspect from the Moon.to Mer- 
cury in Gemini constitutes possibly the 
greatest aid to worldly success that those 
born with this planetary position can 
enjoy, with the favoring aspects of Venus 
or Jupiter ranking next. Those of Saturn 
ever deepen the mental grasp and perspic- 
cuity, while those of Mars and of Uranus 
will not fail to strengthen and excite, these 
latter very often becoming the indices of 
a singular genius, though just what direc- 
tion the mind will take will depend upon 
the Nativity as a whole. 
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We can reason from what we know 





s the history of May could be read 
backwards, it would make more sense. 

Mars, at its most intense in Pisces, 
dominates the month—a _ domination 
stressed by the patterning of both the 
Lunation and Full Moon charts. Reeling 
from the May 2nd square to Saturn, Mars 
makes a broad swing to a trine of Jupiter 
on the 15th, and primed with false con- 
fidence, lands—on a wide arc of waste 
motion—in the swampy opposition to Nep- 
tune on the 26th. 

Venus, Mars’ partner, whose job it is to 
show results, a job of conservation and 
supply, makes only one aspect all month 
long—a square to Neptune on the 10th. 

Mercury is active in Gemini, its own 
sign, but after a positive conjunction with 
Uranus on the 4th and a sextile to Pluto 
on the 7th, Mercury hits the critical 6th 
degree of Gemini (where Saturn changed 
direction in February), and starts back- 
tracking weakly over the same ground, re- 
peating the aspects to Pluto and to Uranus 
in reverse—not a clarifying factor, espe- 
cially with the wasteful and diffuse square 
of Venus to Neptune coming in between. 
Its end-of-the-month sextile to Mars and 
trine to Neptune are mildly hopeful, but 
point to the month ahead—when Mercury 
will have regained its balance, and picked 
up enough momentum to move forward to 
a third conjunction with Uranus (this time 
it will “take”) and a sobering, realistic 
conjunction with Saturn. Not until then 
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will the world’s communications untangle 
themselves, its transportation get going, its 
negotiations reach a positive conclusion, its 
commitments achieve delivery. 

Mars “leading” in both the New Moon 
and Full Moon charts can make the head- 
lines exciting and dramatic (even lurid), 
but since Mars is in Neptune’s sign, and 
both Venus and Mars adversely aspect the 
mischievous “old man of the sea,” much 
that is accomplished in May might have to 
be done over again. 

Unless what was learned from the last 
square of Mars to Saturn (August 18, 
1942) can be put to good use, building up 
enough momentum to carry through the 
retrograde Mercury period, the current 
Mars-Saturn square will produce little of 
lasting value. Timing and the pioper 
evaluation of obstacles to be encountered 
are of paramount importance. 

The opposition of Mars to Neptune on 
the 26th rounds out a cycle, bringing to an 
end the Neptunian dream of a man who 
marched forward in blind conceit on a vast 
Neptunian offensive into the equally Nep- 
tunian vastnesses of Russia, in June, 1941 
when Mercury turned retrograde and Mars 
opposed Neptune in the same degrees of 
Pisces-Virgo. 

There’s danger to the rest of the world 
in so colossal a frustration. The destruc- 
tiveness implicit in a period beginning with 
a Pisces Mars square a clever Gemini 
Saturn, and ending with an opposition to 
a murky retrograde Neptune, beggars the 
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imagination. If there are methods of ex- 
termination, weapons of war, considered 
unspeakable even in this “total war,” this 
is a period in which one might expect them 
to be used; it is to be hoped that the 
United Nations will not be taken unawares. 
Not only are the rats on the foundering 
ship still active, but subversive forces 
everywhere are unleashed. Carelessness, 
or improper preparation, in any aspect of 
the war effort at home or in the field, could 
carry heavy penalties; an epidemic could 
take as heavy a toll of lives as fruitless 
battles; the ill-timed revolt of smothered 
peoples can create confusion—with ulti- 
mately constructive results, perhaps, but 
not to be encouraged without proper or- 
ganization to handle it. The swarming 
under-sea sharks.of the submarine fleet 
have to be countered with deadlier methods 
of extermination than have been used be- 
fore. May will uncover new tricks in the 
war of nerves where the side with growing, 
not diminishing, reserves will come out on 
top. This is no gentlemen’s war; the fair 
fighters must be on guard for traps and 
snares on every side, must be fertile in 
invention to lay their own. Nothing can 
be taken for granted. 

Our wiser leaders should not be lured on 
to treacherous ground, but watch for the 
openings the desperate may leave in their 
defenses, while they mend every possible 
leak in their own. Battles as important as 
any fought in the field will be waged on the 
diplomatic, the labor, and the food front. 
Food racketeers will think themselves back 
in their Prohibition heydey, but patrons of 
their Black Markets may find their pur- 
chases as lethal in many instances as the 
wood alcohol they bought in the days of 
gang wars and bathtub gin. 

Through the emotional murk, treachery, 
confusion and waste motion of a misguided 
Mars and a befogging Neptune, the Sun 
‘holds itself aloof and clear for all who will 
see things as they are, hold fast to a broad 
plan of action, and move only when the 
“wrong ‘uns’ leave themselves wide open 
for a telling thrust. Its many strong as- 
pects counterbalance the more negative 
patterns of thé month, showing the pos- 
sibility of constructive accomplishment 
(against odds, and against treachery within 
and without, from enemies declared and 
undeclared) for those of steadfast courage 
and proper faith in themselves and their 


cause. The Sun sextiles Mars on the da 
after the Mars-Saturn square, sextiles Jupi- 4 
ter on the day after Venus squares Nep- 
tune, conjoins Uranus on the day Mars 
opposes Neptune (premium here on clear- 
sightedness, healthy skepticism, genuine 
competence and ingenuity), then sextiles 
Pluto at the month’s end, picking up the 
pieces and carrying on. The dictators who 
had it all their own way while the heavy 
transits were in Taurus, may feel them- 
selves strong once again—but are due for 
a rude awakening at the Full Moon in 28/1 
of Taurus-Scorpio (near the Uranus-Saturn 
conjunction degree of May 3, 1942) as the 
well-aspected Sun swings over this critical 
degree into Gemini and the United States’ 
Ascendant. During the last five days of 
May, this force may knit together many of 
the loose strands of this diffuse, jittery 
period into an integrated pattern that be- 
gins to make sense. Mars, too, shakes it- 
self free of Neptune and enters Aries on 
the 27th; these positive forces await only 
the laggard Mercury to go full steam ahead 
on June 4th. 


The United States 


Though it is a 12th house Lunation for 
the United States, the Taurus New Moon 
lies between a sextile of Mars and a sextile 


of Jupiter. Here is a call to use the un- 
tapped power and resources of this nation 
to achieve a concrete, long-planned objec- 
tive. Venus is on the United States Mars 
and Saturn is just past Uranus on the 
Ascendant: initiative produces results; the 
mechanical ingenuity of the country is 
challenged to make a demonstration of its 
effectiveness. The square of an 11th house 
Mars to an Angular Saturn (in the U. S. 
chart) shows the division of opinion among 
the law-makers—a division which should 
not be allowed to blunt the edge of the 
nation’s offensive power during the first 
ten days of the month when it is so im- 
portant to get rolling before Mercury goes 
retrograde. 

In the Lunation chart* itself, Mars domi- 
nates the wheel as the only planet above 
the horizon; a degree of extreme hopeful- 
ness rises (“broad steps leading to a field 
of clover!”), the Sun and Moon are rising, 
and Jupiter is exactly on the cusp of the 
4th. This is an excellent beginning for the 


*Washington, D. C. 
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unar cycle, guaranteeing plenty—good 
weather and good crops—with the people 
of the country wholeheartedly committed 
to pull together for victory. The grand 
trine in water signs at the Full Moon bears 
out this promise of abundance; the fly in 
the ointment is a 12th house Neptune, close 
to the cusp, toward which a 6th house Mars 
is moving to complete the opposition. Labor 
difficulties and a manpower, food, or pro- 
duction bottleneck indicate a leakage of 
power against which the authorities may 
have to take stern measures (the nation’s 
own Saturn is just above the Ascendant at 
the Full Moon, and natal Mercury holds 
the Midheaven). While food may be plen- 
tiful at the source (Jupiter in the 4th), 
much may be dissipated by mismanage- 
ment in distribution, or by large-scale 
racketeering. The Black Market consti- 
tutes a menace to health and efficient ad- 
ministration. 

The beautifully aspected Lunation and 
Full Moon charts indicate that the road 
is clear to the achievement of our aims, 
if those responsible for instrumenting those 
aims (and in.a democracy that means 
everybody) do not allow themselves to be 
sidetracked or caught napping when en- 
emies within or without throw a monkey 
wrench into the machinery. At the same 
time, the fluid aspects of the Lunation 
charts, as well as other major “good” as- 
pects, must be taken with a grain of salt in 
a month when Mars is largely negative and 
Mercury retrograde; there is a dangerous 
easy-goingness about them; one may slide 
all the more easily down the greased ways 
of self-delusion, or “get away with” a ne- 
farious scheme under the opposition of 
Mars to Neptune when a retrograde Mer- 
cury sextiles one end of the opposition and 
trines the other. 

Uranus of the Japanese Constitution 
chart rises in the Full Moon chart. for 
Washington, and the Full Moon itself 
emphasizes the rising Neptune of the Jap- 
anese chart. An attempted surprise move 
might be expected from that quarter. 
This Full Moon in the critical 29° of 
Taurus-Scorpio* should bring important 
developments (as did the Full Moon last 
November), which should eventually bring 
the pay-off to Japan, leading with its Nep- 
tunian chin in this highly critical degree.

General Eisenhower’s Sun exactly rises ~ 


in this Full Moon chart, which brings him | 


even more into the limelight in May. The 
State Department should pull off a neat 
stroke of diplomacy; Mr. Hull’s Jupiter is 
exactly at the midheaven. The Dies Com- 
mittee may figure prominently in the news, 
with the Lunation in opposition to Mr, 
Dies’ Sun and Mercury. The Sun-Moon- 
Saturn fixed cross of Donald Nelson’s chart 
indicates that May could be a critical 
month for the WPB; Saturn is in opposi- 
tion to Mr. Nelson’s Jupiter as it squares 
Mars. Mr. McNutt’s Sun (with natal Mars 
close by) is exactly on the midheaven at 
the Full Moon. 

The cyclic Mars-Neptune opposition is 
significant in the charts of those who have 
important planets in the end degrees of 
the mutable signs. Sec. Stimson has the — 
Sun in 28 of Virgo (with Venus close by); 
the lunation falls on his Pluto. Mr, 
Willkie’s Saturn is in the 29th degree of 
Virgo in opposition to Jupiter in Pisces 
—a key aspect emphasized by Mars-Nep- 
tune, which may mean the end of a political 
dream or a setback during May, though 
it may also open the way to another kind 
of public service. The Full Moon high- 
lights Mars, in 29 of Taurus in the chart 
of John &@. Lewis, while Saturn opposes 
his natal Venus. This man is not in any 
mood to compromise, but rather may be 
expected to act and demand action—not 
a happy situation—for Mr. Lewis. 


Great Britain 


The Lunation is in the 10th for London; — 
Mars has singleton emphasis on the west- 
ern side of the chart, squaring an 1lith 
house Saturn from the 9th. Pluto rises and 
Neptune is in the 3rd. Foreign affairs are 
spotlighted; parliamentary debates are 
sharply critical, but public discussion may 
obscure problems more smoothly handled 
in secret conclave (Mars trines an inter- 
cepted Jupiter in the 12th). That specific 
questions of policy are of paramount im- 
portance is indicated by the presence of 
Saturn exactly on the cusp of the 7th. The 
problem of supply may become acute; the 
Full Moon forms the axis of the 6th and 
12th. Revisions of policy may be necessar 
before differences are ironed out, thou 
the complications here may not straighten 
out until Mars is in Aries and Mercury 
goes direct. 
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Anthony Eden, with Mercury in 29 of 
Taurus in opposition to Saturn and Uranus, 
figures prominently in the news in May. 
His Sun-Neptune conjunction (on U. S. 
Mars) is transited by Venus at the New 
Moon. There is a progressed New Moon 
in late ’43 or early ’44 in his chart which 
will bear watching. 

In spite of a possible cabinet crisis, the 
progress of the war should be encouraging 
to Britain, since the exact degree of Jupiter 
in the World War chart is at the mid- 
heaven of the May Lunation in London. 

The chart for New Delhi is interesting 
chiefly for the way it accents General 
Wavell’s chart. The solar eclipse degree 
of September “41 (the U. S. Neptune) 
rises at the Lunation which is on Gen. 
Wavell’s Sun; the Full Moon is on his 
Saturn. The double conjunctions of Mer- 
cury and Uranus fall on the General’s 
natal Mercury. Important developments in 
this sector (complicated by problems of 
supply) are indicated. Gandhi’s chart is 
also accented strongly in May. 


Turkey 


Turkey is spotlighted as an important 
factor in May by tight cuspal positions of 
significant planets. The Moon’s North 
Node exactly rises; the Lunation is at the 
midheaven; Mars is on the 8th, trine 
Jupiter on the 12th. The Full Moon is also 
angular, with Saturn holding the 5th cusp 
tightly. The strategic position of Turkey 
can become diplomatic coin in May. 


Germany 


Spectacular developments may be ex- 
pected in May, with Hitler’s Saturn exact- 
ly rising in the Lunation chart for Berlin 
and his Mercury just as close to the mid- 
heaven degree. The Lunation is inter- 
cepted in the 10th, while the jittery and 
changeful Mercury-Uranus conjunctions 
hug the 11th. The 7th house cusp is close 
to the solar eclipse degree of February 4th. 
The Full Moon chart is equally spectacu- 
lar, with Hitler’s Sun exact to the minute 
on the cusp of the 4th. The Mars-Neptune 
opposition clings to the 9th and 3rd. The 
United States’ Mars is close enough to the 
cusp of the 7th to be worth an additional 
note. These charts so intimately tied up 


with Hitler’s critical 10th house Saturn 
(square natal Mars), in a month when 
the transiting Mars squares Saturn, and 
when the great blunder of the move into 
Russia is brought home to him, may well 
indicate a period in which the writing on 
the wall becomes visible for all to see. 
Peace maneuvers, not necessarily from 
Hitler, but just as valueless as all the other 
7th house emanations from that quarter, 
may be wafted towards the United Nations. 
The accent on Pluto (Mercury Uranus con- 
junctions) in Hitler’s chart may indicate 
that the world is at last catching up with 
Der Fuehrer. May is Herr Hitler’s month, 
and the aspects give him plenty of rope. 
It will be interesting to see how he uses 
it within this brief 31-day span which gives 
the pattern of a career, opening with the 
destructive Mars-square-Saturn, the brief 
glory and swift expansion of the trine to 
Jupiter, and closing with the obliteration 
(sooner or later) symbolized by Mars in 
opposition to Neptune. 


Spain 


The chart for Madrid focuses attention 
on General Franco’s chart, so heavily ac- 
cented by the transits for May. His 
mutable cross involving Sun, Moon and 
Mars is in direct line of the Mars-Saturn 
square, and his hand might easily be forced 
in early May, if not sooner. The decisions 
he makes should work out constructively 
for Spain, for the Lunation chart has 
Jupiter on the Ascendant, sextile the 11th 
house Sun and Moon. At the Full Moon, 
Franco's Saturn holds the midheaven de- 
gree; his moves are of critical importance. 
While there may be a good deal of double 
talk with Mars and Neptune in the 3rd 
and 9th, as in all the charts for western 
Europe, the situation in Spain is likely to 
be forced to a showdown; Franco, reading 
the signs, may extricate himself oppor- 
tunistically with a Darlan-type about-face. 


Italy 


Leo 5:15 rises in the New Moon chart 
for Rome, significant not only because 
Pluto is there, but also Mussolini’s Sun 
and Mercury. Saturn is on his radical 
Mars, but the transiting Jupiter in the 
12th is on Il Duce’s Jupiter-Venus. Here’s 
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- a comfortable back door through which 
to effect a change of costume, and so slide 
out of an increasingly uncomfortable part- 
nership. At the Full Moon, Saturn holds 
the 6th, but Venus and Jupiter are in the 
7th. While lack of supplies may force the 
adjustment, a repudiation of former al- 
legiances and political alignments may be 
made on highly favorable terms. 


France 


The Vichy collaborator, Pierre Laval, 
cannot find the developments of late April 
and early May too comfortable, with four 
radical planets in Gemini, transiting Mer- 
cury-Uranus on his Saturn, and his pro- 
gressed Sun square that point. Saturn is 
on his Venus, Mercury and midheaven. 
There is also a progressed New Moon in 
the Laval chart, its drastic changes perhaps 
beginning in May. Laval’s Moon is in the 
10th of the Vichy Lunation chart. The 
revolutionary ideas in occupied France 
may prove as powerful under oppression 
today (Mars on the 9th) as in 1789; at 
the Full Moon the revolutionary Uranus- 
Mercury is on the 6th. This heavily 
transited degree is that of Marshal Petain’s 
Sun. Enforced labor is still an issue laden 
with dynamite. 


Free France 


Both de Gaulle’s and Giraud’s charts 
are heavily accented. Mercury-Uranus op- 
pose de Gaulle’s Sun and Mercury, while 
Mercury turns retrograde on his natal 
Neptune. General Giraud’s Saturn is in 
the 29th degree of Pisces (Mars-Neptune). 

Their powers of organization, their abil- 
ity to keep order, to take advantage of 
every turn of circumstance, to use all the 
resources at their disposal, are under test 
in May. 


Russia 


The chart for Moscow emphasizes across 
its horizon the lunar eclipse of February 
19th and the Lunation is made more sig- 
nificant by the fact that it is exactly con- 
junct Premier Stalin’s Mars. Pluto is on 
the 12th and the “leading” Mars is angu- 
lar. But in this chart, Neptune in the 2nd 
holds the greater prominence, for it stands 
alone in the lower half of the wheel. A 


second-house Neptune is a position of 
stewardship. RuSsia’s vast’ resources are 
hers to use, not only for herself but for 
the whole social group. If what she’s doing 
serves the world, the world will sustain 
her. May will demonstrate Russia’s inex- 
haustibility of resource, or the short- 
sightedness of a more materialistic con- 
ception. Many questions that have been 
puzzling her allies should be clarified. The 
Full Moon is close to the meridian axis 
and Saturn is exactly conjunct the 5th. 
Jupiter and Venus are on either side of 
the 7th—close enough to the Hitler-Stalin 
“nodal axis” to be noted. These aspects 
emphasize Russia’s need to hold the in- 
itiative, and work in full cooperation with 
her allies. 


The Far East 


The question of treaties and alliances 
comes definitely to the fore in the chart 
for Tokyo. The chart is completely west- 
ern, except for an 11th house Neptune. 
The Lunation is on the Jupiter-Saturn con- 
junction of the Axis-Japan treaty, and on 
the Saturn of the pact with Russia. The 
Axis treaty was signed with Mars conjunct 
Neptune in Virgo; now Mars opposes Nep- 
tune and projects a crisis into those treaty 
relations. The Neptune emphasis of the 
Lunation chart, and Full Moon on Nep- 
tune in the Japanese Constitution chart, 
suggest that Japan does not have to do 
anything to invalidate these treaties; her 
“friends” might disappear, of themselves, 
or see their pacts in a new light. 

A chart for the South Pacific has Saturn 
directly on the 7th cusp, while the chart 
emphasizes General MacArthur’s Sun, Jupi- 
ter, Moon, with his Uranus dominating the 
whole from the midheaven. 

Easier access to China is indicated by 
the presence of Venus on the 9th for 
Chungking, while Jupiter is at the mid- 
heaven. However, Saturn in the second 
shows China’s continuing need for more 
fluid resources. While Japan may try to 
deliver a surprise blow here (Japan’s 
Uranus rising), China, with a singleton 
Mars in the Sth, is.still capable of taking 
the initiative in spite of the poverty of her 
resources. There is greater freedom of 
movement. in the Chinese chart and less 
circumstantial pressure than in the chart 
for Japan.

; Pe... we find the stress laid upon a 


Saturn contact. Nell Gwyn’s Saturn in 
Gemini in her fifth house fell on the Sun- 
Mercury conjunction in the tenth house of 
Charles II. After seeing her performance 
on the London stage, “he commanded Nell 
Gwyn to be brought to him, and she almost 
never returned to the theatre save as a spec- 


tator.”* “It was as the mistress of Charles 
II that Nell Gwyn endeared herself to the 
public.” . . . ‘Her popularity was very 
largely the result of exactly those personal 
qualities that appealed to the monarch 
himself.” . . . “Her good nature. generosity 
and almost ostentatious absentation from

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' politics made her universally popular from 
the first, and very few, even of those who 
declared women were ruining the King, 
blamed any of the country’s evils on 
Nelly.””* 

It was a long way Nell Gwyn, with 
Venus ascending, Saturn her personal ruler 
in trine to her Sun, and her rising Mars 
trine Jupiter in Scorpio, went in her thirty- 
seven years, but “she continued to be 
quite the same sort of person through all 
the changes of her life.” From her birth, 
which occurred “probably in an alley off 
Drury Lane,” and a mother who was 
drowned, “apparently when intoxicated, in 
a pond at Chelsea,” she was brought up 
“a slavey in a brothel, but sent out as an 
orange girl as soon as it became apparent 
that she would be pretty.” At the age of 
fifteen she became an actress in the “mere- 
tricious glitter of the Restoration Theatre,” 
where her light, airy, irrepressive perform- 
ance, wit and irresponsible personality so 
delighted the monarch that he chose her 
for his court companion at a time when 
beautiful women of social rank and posi- 
tion were being sent to Whitehall in order 
to attract the King and to make their for- 
tunes. But, though other favorites came 
and went, Nelly remained, and she became 
the most popular of his mistresses, indis- 
pensable to the King, and never forgot her 
old friends through all the period of her 
waxing fortunes. 

“She was a woman such as Charles had 
never known before,” writes David Loth 
in his biography of Charles II. “He had 
even been heard to doubt that such crea- 
tures existed, for she had both beauty and 
brain. The King actually enjoyed her 
conversation. She had a merry humour, 
and courtiers observed the strange spec- 
tacle of a man who heartily despised femi- 
nine intellect, exercising his wits upon a 
woman instead of making love to her. Of 
course he liked it. He soon found he could 
not get along without Nelly.” The most 
popular of his favorites, she distinguished 
herself among royal mistresses by remain- 
ing faithful to Charles II until his death, 
and after his death to his memory. She 
was twenty years younger than Charles, 
which fits properly into the picture of a 
fifth house Saturn attracting an older lover 
and protector. Nelly did not seek more

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than the £4,000 a year Charles allowed 
her. “‘A true child of the London streets,’ 
she never pretended to be superior to what 
she was, nor to interfere in matters outside 
the special sphere assigned her.” 

Charles’ deathbed request to his brother 
James, “Let not poor Nelly starve,” is also 
in keeping with the Saturn contact in 
Gemini, as was also the fact that this re- 
quest was faithfully carried out by his 
brother, who, on succeeding Charles to the 
throne, ‘“‘paid her debts, provided her with 
other moneys, and settled on her an estate 
with reversion to the Duke of St. Albans.” 
At her funeral sermon, the vicar, Thomas 
‘Tenison, afterward Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, said ‘‘much in her praise.” Tradition 
credits the founding of Chelsea Hospital to 
her influence over Charles IT.

Dear Miss Starr: 

I was born March 26, 1910, at 11:30 
A.M.,,36 N., 87 W. I have been engaged 
about five times, yet always either I de- 
cide I do not want them, or something 
happens to terminate things suddenly and 
send them away.

He had 
been drinking that evening. He said it has 
been so long since he had been able to 
talk to anyone about the things we talked 
about, books and writing and philosophy 
and life, that he was hungry for #. He 
also said that he had been carrying a men- 
tal image of someone just like_me in his 
mind for several months, never dreaming 
he would find his ideal. 

However, since that time we have sepa- 
rated. He says that I am too good for 
him, that people who drink and those who 
do not drink have a different outlook upon 
life and different friends. I was really 
crushed over his joining the Navy and 
asking for active sea duty when he could 
have stayed here. That was before I had 
gotten into the war atmosphere. The young 
soldier I am going with now, a particularly 
fine Aquarian who loves me, knows some- 
thing of my Aries friend and thinks I 
ought to call him up. I have been brought 
up so strongly in the belief that it does 
no good to run after a man, that I have 
hesitated.

and adjustment will revolve mainly about 
material resources. Money or its equivalent 
will be the “root of all evil” in earnest while 
Saturn and Uranus continue to transit your

These are only a few of the thoughts that 
Saturn, Uranus and Mars may stir up; in 
every case, they arise from attributing a 
false power to money and whether this 
leads to acts born of desperation or reck- 
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lessness, the result will be the same—the 
loss of ‘the very thing you seek. 

It is true that finances are going to de- 
mand your attention much more than usual 
this year, but it is also true that you can 
emerge at the end of your year in an even 
more secure position if you maintain a 
healthy mental attitude toward financial 
conditions. There are some very definite 
rules you should follow, however, and 
neither fear of loss nor desire for gain 
should tempt you to break them. First, 
you should take a long-range view and 
aim at consolidation rather than expansion 
of your present status, even if this means 
a step down from your standard of living 
during or prior to 1941. In connection with 
this, you should take an inventory and set 
about establishing your finances on a safe 
and sound basis as soon as possible, for 
the indications are that the danger to your 
security will increase during the coming 
fall and winter, rather than otherwise.

The question is, what 
are you doing with the money you’re mak- 
ing? Are you looking ahead, planning for 
the future? Or are you ruining your health 
in a mad scramble for more overtime? Or 
are you living high, wide and handsome for 
the present, come what may? Neither view- 
point is healthy. Admittedly, it is hard to 
plan for the future in a time of such un- 
certainty, but it is foreign to your nature 
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not to have a purpose; therefore, difficul 
as it may be to see the road ahead, 
should try to find a line leading into ie | 
future which seems to provide an oppor- © 
tunity for permanent benefit and progres- 
sive advancement. 

Although speculation is ruled out, in- 
vestment is not, particularly investment in 
real estate or in a business which has post- 
war possibilities. The same thing holds for’ 
defense workers; if you have been forced 
to switch to defense, instead of looking for 
the work which pays the most money, look 
for the line which can be developed into 
something worthwhile later. Members of 
the armed forces can also proceed on the 
same advice; many may have found or may 
find that military service is to their liking 
and should study for a permanent military 
career; others can try to get into some 
branch of the service which will permit 
them to acquire knowledge and experience 
which will be an asset when they return to 
civilian life.

Conditions and Circumstances De- 
noted by the Tenth House 


Leo on the Midheaven 


Thomas Edison had Leo, the light bring- 
er, on the Midheaven, in the second decan- 
ate, making the Sun the real ruler and Jupi- 
ter a subsidiary ruler. The Sun in Aquarius 
is mental and works for humanity. Jupiter 
was sextile the Midheaven, hence brought 
him into public note. Being in the Eighth 
House in Gemini, fame came through peo- 
ple reading and hearing about him rather 
than because he made any direct personal 
bid for popularity. (The Eighth House is 
a secret house. ) 

Charles Dickens also had Leo on the 
Midheaven, in the second decanate. His 
Sun was in Aquarius, like Edison’s. Why 
then did one become an inventor and one 
awriter? The rulers of Aquarius are Saturn 
and Uranus. Saturn in Dicken’s chart was 
in Capricorn. Its influence was thrown for- 
ward into a literary house, giving him am- 
bition along literary lines, which was in- 
tensified by Mercury being in the Third 
House. Uranus was in the First House 
square the Sun in Aquarius, which called 
forth quick, temperamental action, de- 
manded quicker results, and a quicker out- 
let for his own personal feelings. 

In Edison’s chart, Saturn was in the 
Fourth House in Pisces, digging down into 
the secrets of nature, and Uranus, the in- 
ventor, controlled his house of work and 
usefulness, and not his temperament. 











Virgo on the Midheaven 


Flammarion has Virgo on the Mid- 
heaven, giving love of service, and an 
enormous capacity for taking pains. Mer- 
cury, its ruler, was in Pisces in the Third 
House, hence he interpreted the mysteries 
of nature and also wrote on this subject. He 
wrote on all phases of psychic phenomena 
and on thought transference. The planet 
of astronomy is Jupiter, whereas the planet 
of “astrology is Uranus. The old astrologers 
evidently knew that Jupiter in Sagittarius 
was the astronomical planet and sign, for 
we note that when Flamsteed chose an as- 
cendant for the Greenwich Observatory,* 
*Chart from 1001 Nativities, All charts referred to im 


these lessons which have not appeared previously will be 
published in future issues. 
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, put Jupiter in Sagittarius of the Ascen- 


. Sagittarius deals with all that is 
distant and remote. 

In Flammarion’s chart, we find Jupiter in 
the sign of ambition, i.e. Capricorn, with 
Saturn there in its dignity giving him pa- 
tience in his ambition. Jupiter is also the 
ruler of Pisces, which was Flammarion’s 
most important sign, since it contained four 
planets. 

Note too that Sagittarius occupied almost 
the whole of Flammarion’s First House, 
since there was only about one-half of a 
degree of Scorpio in the First House. The 
half degree, however, was important in 
tending to make a research student out of 
him, and not a mere propagandist, as Sagit- 
tarius on the Ascendant might have done. 

The ruler of the Sixth cusp was Taurus, 
and Venus its ruler was in its exaltation sign 
of Pisces, with the Sun and Mercury also 
there in the Third House, which tended to 
stimulate his interest on psychic as well as 
on astronomical subjects. 


Libra on the Midheaven 


Theodore Roosevelt had Libra on the 
Midheaven, pointing to art or law. Venus, 
the ruler, was sextile the Midheaven from 
the Ascendant, but Venus alone would 
not make an artist, since it had no rule 
over his house of work and usefulness. 
It would simply tend to give a love of 
beauty, rhythm and harmony, and great 
personal magnetism. Jupiter was more 
important than Venus in regard to his 
profession, for it was in the Sixth House, 
and gave the sphere of usefulness in life, so 
the occupation tended towards law and gov- 
ernmental office. Close aspects of planets 
to the Midheaven nearly always mark a 
person out for fame. 

Capricorn, the natural sign of the Tenth 
House, was in the First, with Mars exalted 
there, hence his dynamic self was presented 
strongly in all contacts. Venus in Sagittarius 
made him very much beloved, but Mars in 
the First House gave tremendous invective 
in speech and a readiness to fight for what 
he thought was right. 

Mary Baker Eddy had Libra on the Mid- 
heaven. Libra often gives a love adjusting 
and balancing up matters. It is often a sign 
of religious zeal. Her Venus, the ruler of 
the Midheaven, was in Leo in the occult 
Eighth House, conjunct Mercury. This 


would tend to make her want to exert au- 
thority through occult knowledge, and 
through writing. Note too that Leo is the 
sign of authority. Her Moon was in 
Aquarius, and since her Midheaven was the 
second decanate of Libra, the Aquarian or 
humanitarian decan she desired to spread 
her teachings through all nations, and since 
the Moon was in the Second House trine 
to Mars, she made money through her 
writings, teachings, etc. 

Sagittarius, the sign of the propagandist, 
was on her Ascendant, and Capricorn, the 
natural sign of the Tenth House, was inter- 
cepted in the First House, with the two 
occult planets, Uranus and Neptune there, 
so that innate in her own personality there 
was the religous vision of Neptune and the 
intuitional flash of Uranus. 


Scorpio on the Midheaven 


Houdini had Scorpio on the Midheaven 
(third decanate). Scorpio tends to give 
work which is secret, or secret in method. 
Mars, the ruler, was in Taurus, in its detri- 
ment, and afflicted, hence we should look 
to other things for his real success. The 
third decanate of Scorpio is Cancer, and 
Cancer was the sign on his Sixth cusp, which 
made the Moon very important. We find 
the Moon in the Tenth House, in Sagit- 
tarius, and well aspected, so that we judge 
it was the Moon that gave him his success 
before the public. The actual ability, how- 
ever, to know how to do his work was 
through the tremendous work that Mars, 
the ruler of Scorpio, made him go through 
first. 

John Wanamaker had Scorpio (second 
decanate) on the cusp of the Tenth House, 
making Jupiter its subsidiary ruler. Mars 
was in the sign of Gemini, ruling commerce 
and salesmanship. Venus being conjunct 
Mars brought in women’s goods as well as 
men’s. Jupiter, the subsidiary ruler of the 
Midheaven, was in Virgo, another trading 
sign and Jupiter was sextile the Midheaven, 
which gave him the capacity to do big 
things. Saturn in the Midheaven, not being 
afflicted, as was Wilson’s Saturn, acted as a 
stabilizing force and only caused him 
trouble when progressions afflicted it. Mer- 
cury, the ruler of his house of work, was 
trine Saturn in the Midheaven. Uranus 
and the Moon, in the house of money, were 
also trine the Midheaven. 
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Sagittarius on the Midheaven 


Sagittarius on the Tenth House shows the 
traveler and the propagandist. We have to 
find out whether the man travels with a 
purpose or not. We must know if he has 
any ideas to spread and what these ideas 
are. 


John Ruskin had Sagittarius on the Mid- 
heaven (second decanate), hence Jupiter 
ruled the Midheaven with sub-rulership of 
Mars. Both were placed in his Twelfth 
House, showing he would travel for, and 
propagandize, the ideas developed in soli- 
tude and research. He would also be in- 
terested in welfare work, but not of an 
orthodox kind, for Jupiter was in Aquarius, 
hence he wanted broad universal principles 
to be understood, and not petty charity. 
Since Mars and Mercury are within an orb 
of five degrees of Jupiter, we may count all 
three planets conjunct. Mars ruled Rus- 
kin’s Ninth House, hence all existing laws 
would be attacked and ideas given for their 
reconstruction (Mars in Capricorn is a 
builder). All these three planets are semi- 
sextile to the two planets Uranus and Nep- 
tune in Ruskin’s Tenth House, so that he 
never ran out of fuel and ammunition in 
speaking or writing. He stood out as one of 
the mightiest of the pioneers of the 19th 
century in political economy, giving life, 
enthusiasm, ideality and practicality to a 
science which until his day had been domi- 
nated by principles which were hardly 
humanitarian in practice. In far reaching 
Sagittarian fashion he did not stop at the 
generally recognized limits of political 
economy, for with Uranus and Neptune in- 
spiring him, science burst into life from a 
central core of truth, out of which radi- 
ated concepts of morals, arts, religion, 
philosophy, education, justice, power, 
obedience, sacrifice and beauty. 


We might note here that Uranus only 
conjuncts Neptune about every one hun- 
dred and seventy years or more. The last 
conjunction of these two planets took place 
March 29, 1821, in 3 degrees Capricorn, 
but as these two are slow moving planets, 
we find a great many persons born a little 
earlier who had both Uranus and Neptune 
in Sagittarius, as did John Ruskin. We find, 
therefore, during those few years a most 
remarkable number of people born who 
revolutionized the thought concepts of 
the 19th century. I would briefly refer you 
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here to the charts we have already given ’ 


Pasteur and Mary Baker Eddy, but I could” 
refer you to many others in all walks and

surrounding 1992, when two conjunctions 
of Uranus and Neptune occur in 16 and 17 
degrees Capricorn. 


Capricorn on the Midheaven 


Richard Wagner had the third decanate 
of Capricorn on the Midheaven, making 
Saturn the real ruler and Mercury the sub- 


sidiary ruler. Capricorn gave him execu- ” 


tive capacity as a conductor—i.e., the 
ability to envision a whole out of separate 
parts. Mercury was conjoined with Venus 
in Taurus, the latter exactly trine the Mid- 
heaven, pointing to music. The combina- 
tion of the two planets gave both words and 
song. Being in the Twelfth House, they 
tended to keep him for the most part “‘be- 
hind the scenes” as a composer and creator 
of music rather than as an artist and per- 
former. Note that Venus ruled his house 
of work. However, more powerful than 
Venus in pointing to fame was his Sun in 
Gemini which was trine the Midheaven. 

Saturn the ruler of the Midheaven was in 
its dignity inCapricorn in the Ninth House, 
giving concrete reality to his thoughts. Cap- 
ricorn is not usually considered to be a 
musical sign, but as a matter of fact, Cap- 
ricorn is musical, fond however of deep and 
resonant harmonies rather than of melody, 
which is more a Venusian characteristic. 
Mercury also gives love of instrumental 
music. 

Wagner’s music gives us a sense of some- 
thing highly organized, which is_indi- 
cated by Saturn and Capricorn. There is 
always the sense of every note being in- 
evitably the sequel of the one before it. No 
other note could be expected in that par- 
ticular place. Then again his use of motifs 
was strongly Saturine, e.g., every time the 
Sword is mentioned in the Ring of the 
Niebelungenlied, we have a few bars that 
represent the Sword, or every time the 
Dragon is mentioned, we have a few notes 
that represent the Dragon. 

Wagner’s Mars and the Moon were in 
Aquarius in the Tenth House, pointing to 
fame in music. Both give capacity for in- 
strumental music. Uranus, the co-ruler of 


Aquarius, was in his Sixth House, giving |

that one day each month this hour is not given. This is due to the fact that the time of moonrise 
advances approximately one hour per day and therefore during each month there will be a period 
during which this lunar day carries through from late P.M. of one day to early A.M. of the second 
succeeding day including therein one full day of twenty-four hours on which the moon will not rise. 

This moonrise time is given because experience has shown that it usually marks a crisis or turning 
point. For instance, radical changes in weather conditions are more likely to occur at the time of 


moonrise, and the same will apply to other general conditions 
There is a relatively slight variation in the local time of moonrise for various points on the sur- 
face of the earth.

Latin-America 


The great need of the warring countries 
for oil on the one hand, and for South 
Atlantic bases from which to combat the 
U-boat situation, throws both Venezuela 
and Uruguay into the news during May. 
In Venezuela, the wanted resources seem 
to be released by the Full Moon. There is 
a rising Moon, a 5th house Mars, and a 
9th house Jupiter on a grand trine, en- 
couraging enterprise and providing greater 
means of transportation.

on the 9th, but a 12th-6th Neptune-Mars 
indicates a troublous undercurrent in the 
whole labor situation. A 10th house Jupiter 
in good aspect to the opposing planets 
should do much to speed adjustment. 

Finances are highlighted in Argentina. 
The difficulties of obtaining right of way 
for her products may. cause this country 
to place her economy on a _ new basis. 
Castillo’s Sun, Moon, Uranus are tightly 
tied in with the Full Moon chart. A drastic 
change in Argentina’s policies is possible. 
The eclipse degree of February 4th is on 
the 4th cusp at the Full Moon, and Jupiter 
is on the 9th. 

In Brazil, the Full Moon is on Pres. 
Vargas’ Saturn, and the Mars-Neptune 
opposition on his natal Moon in opposi- 
tion to Mars, Saturn is exactly on the 7th 
here, Venus on the 8th, Pluto on the 9th. 
Brazil is likely to make a rich contribution 
to the United Nation’s war effort, but may 
also have to meet severe Axis opposition. 

The promise of Pres. Rios to participate 
wholly in the war effort becomes an ever 
greater reality as the transportation and 
labor bottlenecks indicated at the New 
Moon for Chili are resolved by the intro- 
duction of more practical methods and a 
drastic reorganization of collective re- 
sources. At the Full Moon, the Sun of 
Pres. Rios is exactly rising, and his Jupiter 
is on the cusp of the 2nd house. 
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Fei touch-and-go influence of mutable 
signs is heavily stressed in May. Neptune 
is retrograde in Virgo, Uranus and Saturn 
move forward in Gemini, Mars is in Pisces 
until the 27th when it enters Aries.

It is highly significant that this 
last opposition to Neptune is made by 
Mars. Mars in the sign of the Fishes and 
its own 12th house, is not at its best. The 
heat of the War Lord can steam up the 
water of Pisces to the boiling point, espe- 
cially where motives, schemes or actions 
are hidden (consciously or unconsciously).

The New Moon of May 4th indicates 
that the incentive for and movement 
toward collaboration may be under way 
at that time.

The New Moon occurs at 4:43 a.m., 
E.S.T. on May 4th in 13° 03’ Taurus, 
separating from a sextile to Mars and 
applying to a sextile to Jupiter in Cancer.

Effective May 19th to June 2nd

Mercury 


Mercury, in 0° 32’ Gemini on May Ist, 
turns retrograde at 0 hours on May 12th 
in 5° 44’ Gemini, re-enters Taurus on the 
26th and reaches 27° 33’ Taurus at the 
close of the month. Mercury forms two 
conjunctions with Uranus during May, the 
first occurring in 3° 23’ Gemini at 3:09 
p.m., E.S.T. on May 4th and the second, 
formed during Mercury’s retrograde mo- 
tion, in 4° 10’ Gemini at 11:03 a.m., E.S.T.

Harmonious Days 


These are days which are commonly classified 
as lucky. Days on which you may safely trust 
your own judgment and move forward to your 
objective of the moment with energy and confi- 
dence.

Let us, then, welcome 
conflict, pain and even misery, for “conflict is 
the very essence of life.’ Eventually MAN 
through his struggles will arrive at that su- 
preme attainment of the Evolutionary process, 
where pleasure ceases to BE and “Pain merges 
into ecstasy.” Then will the purpose of life be 
realized—that one major purpose to which all 
minor purposes must contribute—the individual 
Creative will—IMMORTALITY. 


Routine Days 


On these days you should attend strictly to rou- 
tine duties. They are periods of development.
